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INTRODUCTION 

On the 113 rolls of this microfilm publication are reproduced 
the records of Case VI, United States of America v. Carl Krauch 
et al. (I. G. Farben Case), 1 of the 12 trials of war criminals 
conducted by the U.S. Government from 1946 to 1949 at Nuernberg 
subsequent to the International Military Tribunal (IMT) held in 
the same city. These records consist of German- and English- 
language versions of official transcripts of court proceedings, 
prosecution and defense briefs and statements, and defendants' 
final pleas as well as prosecution and defense exhibits and 
document books in one language or the other. Also included are 
minute books, the official court file, order and judgment books, 
clemency petitions, and finding aids to the documents. 

The transcripts of this trial, assembled in 2 sets of 43 
bound volumes (1 set in German and 1 in English), are the re¬ 
corded daily trial proceedings. Prosecution statements and briefs 
are also in both languages but unbound, as are the final pleas 
of the defendants delivered by counsel or defendants and sub¬ 
mitted by the attorneys to the court. Unbound prosecution 
exhibits, numbered 1-2270 and 2300-2354, are essentially those 
documents from various Nuernberg record series, particularly the 
NI (Nuernberg Industrialist) Series, and other sources offered 
in evidence by the prosecution in this case. Defense exhibits, 
also unbound, are predominantly affidavits by various persons. 

They are arranged by name of defendant and thereunder numerically, 
along with two groups of exhibits submitted in the general interest 
of all defendants. Both prosecution and defense document books 
consist of full or partial translations of exhibits into English. 
Loosely bound in folders, they provide an indication of the order 
in which the exhibits were presented before the tribunal. 

Minute books, in two bound volumes, sunraarize the transcripts. 
The official court file, in nine bound volumes, includes the 
progress docket, the indictment, and amended indictment and the 
service thereof; applications for and appointments of defense 
counsel and defense witnesses and prosecution comments thereto; 
defendants' application for documents; motions and reports; uniform 
rules of procedures; and appendixes. The order and judgment 
books, in two bound volumes, represent the signed orders, judg¬ 
ments, and opinions of the tribunal as well as sentences and 
comaitment papers. Defendants' clemency petitions, in three bound 
volumes, were directed to the military governor, the Judge Advocate 
General, and the U.S. District Court for the District of Columbia. 
The finding aids summarize transcripts, exhibits, and the official 
court file. 

Case VI was heard by U.S. Military Tribunal VI from August 14, 
1947, to July 30, 1948. Along with records of other Nuernberg 
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and Far East war crimes trials, the records of this case are part 
of the National Archives Collection of World War II War Crimes 
Records, Record Group 238. 

The I. G. Farben Case was 1 of 12 separate proceedings held 
before several U.S. Military Tribunals at Nuernberg in the U.S. 
Zone of Occupation in Germany against officials or citizens of 
the Third Reich, as follows:

Authority for the proceedings of the IMT against the major 
Nazi war criminals derived from the Declaration on German 
Atrocities (Moscow Declaration) released November 1, 1943; 
Executive Order 9547 of May 2, 194S; the London Agreement of 
August 8, 1945; the Berlin Protocol of October 6, 1945; and the 
IMT Charter. 

Authority for the 12 subsequent cases stemmed mainly from 
Control Council Law 10 of December 20, 1945, and was reinforced 
by Executive Order 9679 of January 16, 1946; U.S. Military 
Government Ordinances 7 and 11 of October 18, 1946, and Feb¬ 
ruary 17, 1947, respectively; and U.S. Forces, European Theater 
General Order 301 of October 24, 1946. Procedures applied by 
U.S. Military Tribunals in the subsequent proceedings were pat¬ 
terned after those of the IOT and further developed in the 12 
cases, which required over 1,200 days of court sessions and 
generated more than 330,000 transcript pages. 
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Formation of the I. G. Farben Combine was a stage in the 
evolution of the German chemical industry, which for many years 
led the world in the development, production, and marketing of 
organic dyestuffs, pharmaceuticals, and synthetic chemicals. To 
control the excesses of competition, six of the largest chemical 
firms, including the Badische Anilin 5 Soda Fabrik, combined to 
form the Interessengemeinschaft (Combine of Interests, or Trust) 
of the German Dyestuffs Industry in 1904 and agreed to pool 
technological and financial resources and markets. The two re¬ 
maining chemical firms of note entered the combine in 1916. In 
1925 the Badische Anilin 5 Soda Fabrik, largest of the firms and 
already the majority shareholder in two of the other seven com¬ 
panies, led in reorganizing the industry to meet the changed 
circumstances of competition in the post-World War markets by 
changing its name to the I. G. Farbenindustrie Aktiengesellschaft, 
moving its home office from Ludwigshafen to Frankfurt, and merging 
with the remaining five firms. 


Farben maintained its influence over both the domestic and 
foreign markets for chemical products. In the first instance 
the German explosives industry, dependent on Farben for synthet¬ 
ically produced nitrates, soon became subsidiaries of Farben. Of 
particular interest to the prosecution in this case were the 
various agreements Farben made with American companies for the 
exchange of information and patents and the licensing of chemical 
discoveries for foreign production. Among the trading companies 
organized to facilitate these agreements was the General Anilin 
and Film Corp., which specialized in photographic processes. The 
prosecution charged that Farben used these connections to retard 
the "Arsenal of Democracy" by passing on information received 
to the German Government and providing nothing in return, contrary 
to the spirit and letter of the agreements. 


^Farben was governed by an Aufsichtsrat (Supervisory Board of 
Directors) and a Vorstand (Managing Board of Directors). The 
Aufsichtsrat, responsible for the general direction of the fin}, 
was chaired by defendant Krauch from 1940. The Vorstand actually 
controlled the day-to-day business and operations of Farben. 
Defendant Schmitz became chairman of the Vorstand in 1935, and 18 
of the other 22 original defendants were members of the Vorstand 
and its component committees. 


Transcripts of the I. G. Farben Case include the indictment 
of the following 24 persons:

Ernst Buergin: Member of the Vorstand of Farben; Chief of 
Works Combine, Central Germany; Plant Leader at the Bitter- 
feld and Wolfen-Farben plants; and production chief for 
light metals, dyestuffs, organic intermediates, plastics, 
and nitrogen at these plants. 

Heinrich Buetefisch: Member of the Vorstand of Farben; 
manager of Leuna plants; production chief for gasoline, 
methanol, and chlorine electrolysis production at Auschwitz 
and Moosbierbaum; Wehrwirtschaftsfuehrer; member of the 
Himmler Freundeskreis (circle of friends of Himmler); and 
SS Obersturmbannfuehrer (Lieutenant Colonel). 

Walter Duerrfeld: Director and construction manager of the 
Auschwitz plant of Farben, director and construction 
manager of the Monowitz Concentration Camp, and Chief 
Engineer at the Leuna plant. 

Fritz Gajewski: Member of the Central Committee of the 
Vorstand of Farben, Chief of Spartc III (Division III) in 
charge of production of photographic materials and arti¬ 
ficial fibers, manager of "Agfa" plants, and Wehrwirtschafts¬ 
fuehrer. 

Heinrich Gattineau: Chief of the Political-Economic Policy 
Department, "WIPO," of Farben's Berlin N.W. 7 office; 
member of Southeast Europe Committee; and director of 
A.G. Dynamit Nobel, Pressburg, Czechoslovakia. 

Paul Haefliger: Member of the Vorstand of Farben; member 
of the Commercial Committee; and Chief, Metals Departments, 
Sales Combine for Chemicals. 

Erich von der Heyde: Member of the Political-Economic Policy 
Department of Farben's Berlin N.W. 7 office. Deputy to 
the Chief of Intelligence Agents, SS Hauptsturmfuehrer, 
and member of the WI-RUE-AMT (Military Economics and 
Armaments Office) of the Oberkonnando der Kehrmacht (OKW) 
(High Command of the Armed Forces). 

Heinrich Hoerlein: Member of the Central Committee of the 
Vorstand of Farben; chief of chemical research and 
development of vaccines, sera, pharmaceuticals, and poison 
gas; and manager of the Elberfeld Plant. 
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Max Ilgner: Member of the Vorstand of Farben; Chief of 
Farben's Berlin N.W. 7 office directing intelligence, 
espionage, and propaganda activities; member of the Com¬ 
mercial Committee; and Wehrwirtschaftsfuehrer. 

Friedrich Jaehne: Member of the Vorstand of Farben; chief 
engineer in charge of construction and physical plant 
development; Chairman of the Engineering Committee; and 
Deputy Chief, Works Combine, Main Valley. 

August von Knieriem: Member of the Central Committee of the 
Vorstand of Farben; Chief Counsel of Farben; and Chairman, 
Legal and Patent Connittees. 

Carl Krauch: Chairman of the Aufsichtsrat of Farben and 
Generalbevollmaechtigter fuer Sonderfragen der Cheroischen 
Erzeugung (General Plenipotentiary for Special Questions 
of Chemical Production) on Goering's staff in the Office 
of the 4-Year Plan. 

Hans Kuehne: Member of the Vorstand of Farben; Chief of 
the Works Combine, Lower Rhine; Plant Leader at Leverkusen, 
Elberfeld, Uerdingen, and Dormagen plants; production chief 
for inorganics, organic intermediates, dyestuffs, and 
pharmaceuticals at these plants; and Chief of the Inorganics 
Committee. 

Hans Kugler: Member of the Commercial Committee of Farben; 
Chief of the Sales Department Dyostuffs for Hungary, 

Rumania, Yugoslavia, Greece, Bulgaria, Turkey, Czechoslo¬ 
vakia, and Austria; and Public Commissar for the Falkenau 
and Aussig plants in Czechoslovakia. 

Carl Lautenschlaeger: Member of the Vorstand of Farben; 

Chief of Works Combine, Main Valley; Plant Leader at the 
Hoechst, Griesheim, Mainkur, Gersthofen, Offenbach, 

Eystrup, Marburg, and Neuhausen plants; and production 
chief for nitrogen, inorganics, organic intermediates, 
solvents and plastics, dyestuffs, and pharmaceuticals at 
these plants. 

Wilhelm Mann: Member of the Vorstand of Farben, member of 
the Commercial Committee, Chief of the Sales Combine for 
Pharmaceuticals, and member of the SA.

Fritz ter Meer: Member of the Central Committee of the 
Vorstand of Farben; Chief of the Technical Committee of 
the Vorstand that planned and directed all of Farben's 
production; Chief of Sparte II in charge of production of 
Buna, poison gas, dyestuffs, chemicals, metals, and 
pharmaceuticals; and Wehrwirtschaftsfuehrer. 
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Heinrich Oster: Member of the Vorstand of Farben, member 
of the Commercial Committee, and manager of the Nitrogen 
Syndicate. 

Hermann Schmitz: Chairman of the Vorstand of Farben, member 
of the Reichstag, and Director of the Bank of International 
Settlements. 

Christian Schneider: Member of the Central Committee of the 
Vorstand of Farben; Chief of Sparte I in charge of pro¬ 
duction of nitrogen, gasoline, diesel and lubricating oils, 
methanol, and organic chemicals; Chief of Central Personnel 
Department, directing the treatment of labor at Farben 
plants; Wehrwirtschaftsfuehrer; Hauptabwehrbeauftragter 
(Chief of Intelligence Agents); Hauptbetriebsfuehrer (Chief 
of Plant Leaders); and supporting member of the Schutz- 
staffeln (SS) of the NSDAP. 

Georg von Schnitzler: Member of the Central Committee of the 
Vorstand of Farben, Chief of the Commercial Committee of 
the Vorstand that planned and directed Farben's domestic 
and foreign sales and commercial activities, Wehrwirtschafts¬ 
fuehrer (Military Economy Leader), and Hauptsturmfuehrer 
(Captain) in the Sturmabteilungen (SA) of the Nazi Party 
(NSDAP). 

Carl Wurster: Member of the Vorstand of Farben; Chief of 
the Works Combine, Upper Rhine; Plant Leader at Ludwigs- 
hafen and Oppau plants; production chief for inorganic 
chemicals; and Wehrwirtschaftsfuehrer. 

The prosecution charged these 24 individual staff members 
of the firm with various crimes, including the planning of ag¬ 
gressive war through an alliance with the Nazi Party and synchro¬ 
nization of Farben's activities with the military planning of 
the German High Conanand by participation in the preparation of 
the 4-Year Plan, directing German economic mobilization for war, 
and aiding in equipping the Nazi military machines. 1 The defend¬ 
ants also were charged with carrying out espionage and intel¬ 
ligence activities in foreign countries and profiting from these 
activities. They participated in plunder and spoliation of 
Austria, Czechoslovakia, Poland, Norway, France, and the Soviet 
Union as part of a systematic economic exploitation of these 
countries. The prosecution also charged mass murder and the 
enslavement of many thousands of persons particularly in Farben 
plants at the Auschwitz and Monowitz concentration camps and the 
use of poison gas manufactured by the firm in the extermination 


The trial of defendant Brueggemann was discontinued early 
during the proceedings because he was unable to stand trial on 
account of ill health. 
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of Billions of men, women, and children. Medical experiments were 
conducted by Farben on enslaved persons without their consent to 
test the effects of deadly gases, vaccines, and related products. 
The defendants were charged, furthermore, with a common plan and 
conspiracy to commit crimes against the peace, war crimes, and 
crimes against humanity. Three defendants were accused of member¬ 
ship in a criminal organization, the SS. All of these charges 
were set forth in an indictment consisting of five counts. 

The defense objected to the charges by claiming that regula¬ 
tions were so stringent and far reaching in Nazi Germany that 
private individuals had to cooperate or face punishment, including 
death. The defense claimed further that many of the individual 
documents produced by the prosecution were originally intended as 
"window dressing" or "howling with the wolves" in order to avoid 
such punishment. 

The tribunal agreed with the defense in its judgment that none 
of the defendants were guilty of Count I, planning, preparation, 
initiation, and waging wars of aggression; or Count V, common 
plans and conspiracy to commit crimes against the peace and 
humanity and war crimes. 

The tribunal also dismissed particulars of Count II concerning 
plunder and exploitation against Austria and Czechoslovakia. Eight 
defendants (Schmitz, von Schnitzler, ter Meer, Buergin, Haefligcr, 
Ilgner, Oster, and Kugler) were found guilty on the remainder of 
Count II, while 15 were acquitted. On Count III (slavery and mass 
murder), Ambros, Buetefisch, Duerrfeld, Krauch, and ter Meer were 
judged guilty. Schneider, Buetefisch, and von der Heyde also 
were charged with Count IV, membership in a criminal organization, 
but were acquitted. 

The tribunal acquitted Gajewski, Gattineau, von der Heyde, 
Hoerlein, von Knieriem, Kuehne, Lautenschlaegcr, Mann, Schneider, 
and Wurster. The remaining 13 defendants were given prison terms 
as follows:

In addition to the indictnents, judgments, and sentences, the 
transcripts also contain the arraignment and plea of each defendant 
(all pleaded not guilty) and opening statements of both defense 
and prosecution. 

The English-language transcript volumes are arranged numer¬ 
ically, 1-43, and the pagination is continuous, 1-15834 (page 4710 
is followed by pages 4710(1)-4710(285)). The German-language 
transcript volumes are numbered la-43a and paginated 1-16224 (14a 
and 15a are in one volume). The letters at the top of each page 
indicate morning, afternoon, or evening sessions. The letter "C" 
designates commission hearings (to save court time and to avoid 
assembling hundreds of witnesses at Nuernberg, in most of the 
cases one or more connissions took testimony and received doc¬ 
umentary evidence for consideration by the tribunals). Two com¬ 
mission hearings are included in the transcripts: that for 
February 7, 1948, is on pages 6957-6979 of volume 20 in the 
English-language transcript, while that for May 7, 1948, is on 
pages 14775a-14776 of volume 40a in the German-language transcript. 
In addition, the prosecution made one motion of its own and, with 
the defense, six joint motions to correct the English-language 
transcripts. Lists of the types of errors, their location, and 
the prescribed corrections are in several volumes of the tran¬ 
scripts as follows:

The prosecution offered 2,325 prosecution exhibits numbered 
1-2270 and 2300-2354. Missing numbers were not assigned due to 
the difficulties of introducing exhibits before the commission 
and the tribunal simultaneously. Exhibits 1835-1838 were loaned 
to an agency of the Department of Justice for use in a separate 
matter, and apparently No. 1835 was never returned. Exhibits 
drew on a variety of sources, such as reports and directives as 
well as affidavits and interrogations of various individuals. 

Maps and photographs depicting events and places mentioned in 
the exhibits are among the prosecution resources, as are pub¬ 
lications, correspondence, and many other types of records. 

The first item in the arrangement of prosecution exhibits is 
usually a certificate giving the document number, a short descrip¬ 
tion of the exhibits, and a statement on the location of the 
original document or copy of the exhibit. The certificate is 
followed by the actual prosecution exhibit (most are photostats, 
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but a few are raimeogTaphed articles with an occasional carbon of 
the original). The few original documents are often affidavits 
of witnesses or defendants, but also ledgers and correspondence, 
such as:

In rare cases an exhibit is followed by a translation; in 
others there is no certificate. Several of the exhibits are of 
poor legibility and a few pages are illegible. 

Other than affidavits, the defense exhibits consist of news¬ 
paper clippings, reports, personnel records, Reichgesetzblatt 
excerpts, photographs, and other items. The 4,257 exhibits for 
the 23 defendants are arranged by name of defendant and thereunder 
by exhibit number. Individual exhibits are preceded by a certif¬ 
icate wherever available. Two sets of exhibits for all the 
defendants are included. 

Translations in each of the prosecution document books are 
preceded by an index listing document numbers, biased descriptions, 
and page numbers of each translation. These indexes often indi¬ 
cate the order in which the prosecution exhibits were presented 
in court. Defense document books are similarly arranged. Each 
book is preceded by an index giving document number, description, 
and page number for every exhibit. Corresponding exhibit numbers 
generally are not provided. There are several unindexed supple¬ 
ments to numbered document books. Defense statements, briefs, 
pleas, and prosecution briefs are arranged alphabetically by de¬ 
fendant's surname. Pagination is consecutive, yet there are 
many pages where an "a" or "b" is added to the numeral. 

At the beginning of roll 1 key documents are filmed from 
which Tribunal VI derived its jurisdiction: the Moscow Declara¬ 
tion, U.S. Executive Orders 9547 and 9679, the London Agreement, 
the Berlin Protocol, the IMT Charter, Control Council Law 10, 

U.S. Military Government Ordinances 7 and 11, and U.S. Forces, 
European Theater General Order 301. Following these documents 
of authorization is a list of the names and functions of members 
of the tribunal and counsels. These are followed by the tran¬ 
script covers giving such information as name and number of case, 
volume numbers, language, page numbers, and inclusive dates. They 
are followed by the minute book, consisting of summaries of the 
daily proceedings, thus providing an additional finding aid for 
the transcripts. Exhibits are listed in an index that notes the 
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type, number, and name of exhibit; corresponding document book, 
number, and page; a short description of the exhibit; and the 
date when it was offered in court. The official court file is 
summarized by the progress docket, which is preceded by a list of 
witnesses. 

Not filmed were records duplicated elsewhere in this micro¬ 
film publication, such as prosecution and defense document books 
in the German language that are largely duplications of the 
English-language document books. 

The records of the I. G. Farben Case are closely related to 
other microfilmed records in Record Group 238, specifically pros¬ 
ecution exhibits submitted to the IMT, T988; NI (Nuernberg In¬ 
dustrialist) Series, T301; NM (Nuernberg Miscellaneous) Series, 
M-936; NOKW (Nuernberg Armed Forces High Command) Series, Til 19; 

NG (Nuernberg Government) Series, T1139; NP (Nuernberg Propaganda) 
Series, M942; WA (undetermined) Series, M946; and records of the 
Brandt case, M887; the Milch Case, M888; the Altstoetter case, 
M889; the Pohl Case, M890; the Flick Case, M891; the List case, 
M893; the Greifelt case, M894; and the Ohlendorf case, M89S. In 
addition, the record of the IMT at Nuernberg has been published 
in the 42-volume Trial of the Major War Criminate Before the 
International Military Tribunal (Nuernberg, 1947). Excerpts from 
the subsequent proceedings have been published in 15 volumes as 
Triale of War Criminate Before the Nuembezy Military Tribunal 
Under Control Council law No. 10 (Washington). The Audiovisual 
Archives Division of the National Archives and Records Service 
has custody of motion pictures and photographs of all 13 trials 
and sound recordings of the IMT proceedings.

Concerning the next visit by Dr. Koch. Lovorkuson, Dr. Soaoa 
coaplotely agrees thr.t this visit s..ould tako place approximately 
during the second half of August.

the introduction therefor; describes the present l.ral position 
with regard to the contr:cting parties, whereas projected alterations 
are listed in points I-IV. 

Introduction: 

The rights of the Jasco are not defined in the clause starting 
with' 1 where as in the sat- way as tlscy nrc in the contrrct dated 
30 Soptarher 1935. Line 3 of the clause starting with "whereas" reads: 
'to which they should assign certain patent rights”. Thora is no 
n-nticn of "assignment" of patent rights in the contract, nor is 
Jasco strictiy speaking entitled to owuorship rights or. the patents. 

In accordance with article III of the contract the partner subi.utting 
tho patent rust grant to Jasco "suitable exclusive licences or 
licensing rights". Unless there is sore purpose bahind tho pivscnt 
version, it night bo .dvisable to adapt the sentence concerned to 
the contract and to put: "to which they should grant certain patent 
rights". 

Lines 6-8 of the preamble r. :d as follows: "Jasco is, pursuant 
to said arre.ru.nt, the equitable own.r of all patent rights of the 

parties relatin.* to. " this version too oversteps the provisions 

of the contract, as Jasco is entitled to disposo oS the pat.nt rights 
on processes subcittod only if they cor- within the sph.r. of Jasco's 
activity as defined in the contract.

Whetever night be the theoretical objoqtipns, those 
two reciprocal covenants betwoon Standard end I.G. wore never 
invoked, and wero of no practical importance. Cn the other 
hand, the Division of Fields Agree sent contained a third 
covenant which beer le of grcr.t importance. Under the third 
covenant I.G. agreed to offer to Standard r. minority partici¬ 
pation in any no*.' prccoss I.G. dovclopcd for .inking chcaicel 
products fro: oil or natural gas. It was through this last 
covenant of the Division of Fields Agroorc.nt that there cano 
to America the Buna synthetic rubber procoss by which synthe¬ 
tic rubber could be made fro : oil. 

Th- r.in agree .ont for the purchase of the hydro¬ 
genation process bocamc quite co '.plicated txforo it vas coi- 
plctcd in Nove :bcr, 1929. To :oct increasing complexities of 
the federal .and state lavs, Strnd-rd Oil Co rpany (K.J.) had 
bocoae a holding company and it was necessary for it to act in 
3uch matters only with its principal operating unit, a Dela¬ 
ware corporation called Standard Oil Company of Nov: Jorsoy. 

It also beer.;- necessary to organize a new Delaware corpo¬ 
ration to take title to and manege the h ydrogenation patents, 
in

order to avoid conflicting obligations of Standard itself un¬ 
der sono existing patent contracts. Standard made a virtue 
of this last formal necessity by inviting I.G. to subscribo 
to 20 por cent of the capital stock of the patent management 
company. This brought the Germans into direct contact with 
the actual licensing of the oatents, so that they could bo of. 
all possible assistance and also could be assured that the 
licensing was always handled in the fairest way, not favoring 

Standars's own subsidiaries at the expense of I.G., who wore 
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by the purchase contract entitled to continuing royaltios 
to bo paid out of what was collected by the patent nanagoaent 
company. 

It was well known throughout the world that the hy¬ 
drogenation process had originated with tho I.G. and its 
predocessors, the Badischc, and that their laboratories "oro 
the soat of . 20 st of the world's knowledge of this now and 
difficult branch of chemistry. To capitalize on this roputa/ 
tion Standard therefore called its no-..’ patent .wanagonont com¬ 
pany, which .was responsible <*or selling the Gor an processes 
to the oil industry of the world, Standard-I.G. Company. On 
their own part, the Germans -ere very -willing to agree to 
these plans. Pride in thoir scientific achicvowonts was always 
very strong with the:: and any commercial arrange.xnt which 
gav- the : full credit before the -world for their technical 
goniu3 was :ore than welcome. Our recognition of this natio¬ 
nal characteristic was perhaps the ost i lportr.nt factor in 
maintaining n steady flow of scientific information frou tho 
groat I.G. laboratories through the years -which followed.

CHAPTER IV 

I N ? A K C Y OF SYNTHETIC RUBBER 

The Joint Anoricon Study Company (abbreviated to 
"Jasco") which was to be tho Joint vehicle for the co;-Uiorcial 
testing and licensing of now processes developed by oithor 
party for .waking chemical products fron oil raw noterials 
was organized as a Louisiana corporation on October 23, 1930. 
Standard and I.G. owned the shares of the company equally, 
financed it equally, and alternated thv. procidcncy bef'oen 
then. When a now process for creating chonicql products fro.:*, 
oil re:.; ar.tcrials had beon developed to tho point whoro it 
\w.9 ready for conercial testing and licensing, tho origina¬ 
tor was to offer the process to the joint company for that 
purposo. Each new process was to be a soparatc venturo of tho 
Joint company. The party originating each process was cntitlod 
to a S 2 £ per cent interest (five-oighths) .and the other party 
37? per cent (three-eighths). 

At the ti nc the Joint American Study Conpany t/cs 
forned, I.G. had a group of new processes roady to doliver 
to it. It was ten years later before Standard had originated 
any process to which the provisions of the agreement could bo 
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applicable. This process, the production of the Butyl type of 
synthetic rubber, was an indirect result of research by Stand¬ 
ard on an earlier process brought into the Joint Study Company 
by tho I.G .

triuu (sodiun). After nothodlCal oxploration of pb3siblo ori¬ 
gins for synthetic rubber, beginning with tho "-.ethyl rubber" 
which they had :u*do in the first World War, I.G. had chosen 
as their starting point butr.dino, probably the simplest 
structurally of all tolccuUs which will roadily Join hands 
to forn long chains. Three problems had still to bo solvod 
beforo buna could bo successful: is was not yot known hew to 
nroduco largo quantities of butadino cheaply; tho polyuori- 
zation or conversion operation - for which tho Gor :ans at 
first usod metallic sodiun as a catalyst - was oxponsivo and 
trcub-'.osoao; and tho Buna product itsolf was Inferior in qua¬ 
lity.

Dr. Stoock- 
lir. of I.G. s'ont soma months in the Uni tad Slates working at 
tho General lr.bor-.torios and visiting oto«u* lubber ox-orts. 

At this sane ti'.c tho Goodyear Tire end Rubber Company boeauo 
interested but it was decided to :ait tho outcome of tho 
work with General boforo doinr anything farther. General's 
final report on the study was dated Apt11 27, 193^* It found 
the Buna product unsuitable for handling in standard factory 
oquipnont, and the quality of the products rdc from, it defi- 
nitily inferior to those made of nature 1 rubl r.

I.G. scorned to have arrived at about the sane impasse

some few characteristics. But the production cost was still 
far out of the range of commercial competition with natural

can experiments, to bo not only inferior on tho whole but 
also unsuitable for commercial handling in rubber factory 
oquipaont. It was doubtful if any quantity of the Buna could 
bo sold at any prico so long as natural rubber was available. 

Just at this tine .another olo.mort was introduced 
into the situation abroad by tho Gar :an govern.:ont 1 s "Four 
Year Plan". Under this progress, adopted in 1733 b;* tho new 
rational Scoi'list govornr:ont, the German economy was to bo 
rebuilt within four years under the leadership of Kormann 
Goerina to achiovc the naxirzur: dogroc of national self-suffi¬ 
ciency.

Footing tho annual bill 

for crude rubber imports was one of the "'orst foreign exchange 

problems. So tho production of synthotic rubber boCano a part 

of tho Goman autarchy program, with tho government paying 

the costs and directing tho procedure. Experimental production 

of Buna ras continued and increased. Snail quantities were soon

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by I.G. under government direction, the German rubber fabric- 
r.t ors bein' - compelled to absorb established quotas.

Buna-N was introduced commercially in this country

through an accident. Early in 1937 the du Pont neoprone plant 

was put out of commission for a legthy period by an o>^losion.

Under theso con¬ 
ditions it would have been technically outside ourtJoint 
Study contract and night have remained the sole property of

Meanwhile, howovor, bosidos tho snail coiuorcial 
deliveries and souplos of Buna-K which wore coning into this 
country, sono now sonnies of Duna-S wero also boing liportod. 
T’.o first general shipments of Dunr.-S sanplos to American 
rubber companies had bogtin in Fobrucry, 1937. In Scptossbor 
of that yoar, I.G. furnishod Standard with a list of oight 
companies to whoa they had sont sovoral hundred pounds of 
samples. Arrangcnonts for theso sanplos had boon nado by 
thoso companies directly with I.G. Tho I.O.'s roport to us 
of tho interest displayed in tho sanplos by theso A 'orienn 
rub'oor companies, tho now interest in Buna-N, and inqulrios 
concoming Buna 7/e ourselves had received fro. sono of tho 
A icrican companies, resulted in n ext discussions *‘ith I.G.

Chapter V

The Story of Butyl started with a technical meeting 
at Ludwigsha-fen ' which I attended in April, 1932. Dr. Martin 
::ueller-Conradi, connected with the nnnege lent of the Oppau 
vrorks of the I.G. which adjoined Ludwigshofen, described a 
new scientific discovery wh'ch I.G. thought would interest 
us. He began b” handing ne a snail glass Jar half fillod 
with a transparent viscous substance. It looked and felt 
like a heavy tar which by some airacle had been bleached 
and nade as clear ns water. 

This product had been developed, ho told no, at the 
Oupau laboratories. It was subsequently called by several 
trade muses, the name most coaaonly used in tho Unites Sta¬ 
tes being "Vistaney." 

The Vistanex was nade fern a well known by-product 
of oil refining called iso-butylene. Its noleculo is like 
that of butadiene, save that it has only two free hands or 
cheaical bonds with which to take hold of other noloculos, 
whereas butadiene has four . Like butadiene, it is on tho 
borderline between a gas and a liquid. If left in an open 
vessel at ordinary temperatures, it will evaporate and beco¬ 
me a gas almost in- 
Seite 4-3: 

mediately, but If confined under slight pressure, or kept 
at a lov temperature, it will remain liquid. It was well 
known that the isobutylene molecules were quite willinr to 
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joir. hards with one another, but generally they forced thin 
liquids similar to gasoline. In a few instances higher poly¬ 
mers similar to lubricating oils had been produced, but iso¬ 
butylene had heretofore refused to link into longer chains. 

Dr. Kueller-Cunrndi explained that his laboratory 
had recently discovered that if isobutylene was cooled to a 
temperaturo of approximately loo 0 ?. below zero, and then 
treated with minute amounts of a little-known gas called bo¬ 
ron fluoride, which served as a catalyst, the molecules v/ould 
Instantly combine into long chains. The :%ult was a plastic 
solid. It was apparent that here was a possible method of 
caking synthotic rubber. I exanined the sample noro closely. 
It was somewhat like rubber; at loot it was slightly olastic. 
If it wore a new starting point for rubber, it would be an 
import, ant discovery, becauso, unliko butadiene, lsobutylono

haa/to find aeons to recover and purify it. 

Dr. Cunradi dispelled this dream by explaining that 
there were two difficulties. In tho first plnco, although 
the Vistanox bore a slight rosemblance to crude rubbor, nono 
that I.G. had yet been able to nako was nor.rly olastic onough 
or trong enough to approach crude rubber in quality. Th so- 
c'.a' d'.fficulty was evon more fundamental. The isobutylono 
mol-cula had ohly two free hand. '.7hcn it was Joined in chains, 
both hands v/ore used, orm on each end of each molecule, to 
link it to its neighbors. All the extented hands having boon 
usee to form the hhain, the aoleculis were now smooth, and 
there was no way to take hold of then for cross-linking pur¬ 
poses. In other words, tho isobutylene polymer could not bo 
vulcanized. hliat, then, was the Vistanox good for? 

One interesting characteristic was that, when hea¬ 
ted to a high temperature, the Iona chains "*uld break -’w r.

into the original molecules, and the solid Vistanex would 
revert to a gas. leaving nothing behind. A safety fuel for 
use in airplanes or in airships where the fire hazard *7as 
groat could be carried in the focn of Vistanex in solid masses 
which would be hornless under any condition. As fuel ’.'as needod, 
the Vistanex could be melted and decomposed into gas, which 
T/ould operato the engines #ust as troll as gasoline. It was 
an ideal safety fuol-as safe as coal, but like coal, it was 
hard to handle and although some experimental doviccs worked 
troll, this plan to uso Vlstanox as a safo aviation fuel never 
materialized. 

A lore innediatoly practical uso suggested for Vi3- 
tanox was as a thickonor for oils and greases. It was closoly 
akin to lubricating oil in its cho icnl constitution.

Ho decided to begin "ith tho I.G. a campaign 
of joint development on tho product to try to comorci-lizo 
it for this purpose as soon as possiblo.

Standard began the solo of tho Vistcnox-treated 
oils in the winter of 1933-193 4 , using the trade nama Para- 
tonc for liquid compounds of this type, and Vistanex for so¬ 
lid products. 

For the initial production it was necessary to obtain 
isobutylene by chemical operations. At the same ti.:3, howevdr, 
we begxm looking for methods of recovering the isobutylene 
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present In refinery gases by nore direct means without going 
through intermediate chemical processes. 

At this stage, the thread of the synthetic rubber 
development crossed that of another inportant American 
technical development which has had a tremendous influence 
or. orld history. This latter development was the class of 
super-fuels known as "100-octane gasoline." In 1921 , hld- 
gley at the General motors Research Laboratories had dis¬ 
covered that tetraethyl load in minute proportions greatly 
i roved the quality of gasoline; and, in 1923, Prof. C.A. 
Kraus, working for Standard's research laboratory, had dis¬ 
covered a cheap practical process to make tho tetraethyl 
lend. Jointly with General Motors. Standard organised ir. * 
1924 tho Ethyl Gasoline Corporation to undertake the coa- 
norciol production and gonornl sale of tetraethyl lead as 
an improver for motor gasolino. The miraculous offset of 
tetraethyl load in nrevontlng gasolino from knocking or 
"pinning" ir. an engino had by this tine bocouo the founda¬ 
tion for continuous improvement in gasoline ongincs Each 
no*: engino design raised the compression pressure slightly, 
produced r.ore power and give aoro miles per gallon, but with 
“ch increment of compression pressuro tho tondoncy of tho 
-..s -line to knock bocane nore aggravated, and the situation 
could be net only by improving the quality of the gasolino 
or by adding aoro tetraethyl load - or both. 

There was no established method for measuring the 
knocking tendency of gasoline. It was siaply tried in tho

Dr. Grahan Edgar of Ethyl Corporation's resoarch laboratory

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"octane scale." He tested the knocking tendency of every 
pure compound he could find which was of the general char¬ 
acter of easollne. The best compound was one called iso¬ 
octane. It would not knock under any condition in any eng¬ 
ines then in use. At the other end of the scale was found 
a compound called nornal heptane, which was so bad that it 
would knock violently in any engine. By nixing iso-octano 
and nornal heptane in different prooortions, it was possible 
to obtain fuels of any intermediate quality. Tho percentage 
of iso-octnnc ir. tho mixture was called tho "octano number" 
of that fuel. On this scelo the quality of commercial ga¬ 
solines could bo ratod by comparing then with various octano- 
hootano mixtures in a tost engine. Connorcial gasolines at 
this tina had an octano rating ranging from 40 to 75. By 
tho addition of tetraethyl load, tho best ones could bo 
brought up to a mnxirrum octano nunber of about 87.* 

The octano scale created a derrand for inport-.nt 
quantities of iso-octano and nornal heptane to bo usod for 
testing purposes for tho rating of connorcial gasolines To 
fil this dowand, the Ethyl Corporation asked Standard's 
rosoarch organization for asistnneo in tho preparation of 
iso-octane. l3c-octano could bo rondo bp hydropenatinr a twin 
isobutylooo nolcculo (di-isobutylono) and tho question -'as 
whether wo could supply this product. 

In 1929 wo trade tho twin molecule for the Ethyl 
Corporation fren oirturos of gases generated in our synthe¬ 
tic alcohol operations. It was converted to iso-octano by 
tho classical hydrogenation nethods. 

By 193 d our research organization ha d a double 
problem on it s hands. We needed increasing quantities *of

isobutylene for production of the Vistane;:, and there was 
also an increasing Interest in producing super-fuels fer 
automobile and airplane racing. VThcnever anyone spoke of 
super-fuel, the obvious supor-fuol was isO-octanc itself, 
the standard of perfection by which -csoli:e was no boing 
measured. In cooperation with the Ethyl Corporation, vo had 
boon producing it in snail quantities for sor.c years, for 
uso as a fuol in laboratory test engines and the Shell Oil 
Com any had also nroduccd sono .and sold it to the Army Air 
Corps for test purooses. 3ut the goal nor; foas commercial 
production on a large scale as a supcr-fuol for automobllo 
and airplano engines. 

Wo solved both of those new councrcial roblcus 
in 1935. Tho synthetic alcohol nenufacturing which wo had 
bogun ir 1919 • was by this tino a substantial industry. 

O.-nu of the stops in this operation was a preliminary pur¬ 
ification of tho refinery gasos. By proper control of this 
operation, it '..'as found possible to convert tho isoiwtylono 
present in tho gasos into twins and triplets- that is, di- 
isobutylene and tri-isobutylene. Wo hydrogenated tho twins 
to nako iso-octano, using the I.G. high pressure hydrogena¬ 
tion technique slightly modified, and decomposed the triplets 
back to pure isobutylene by passing then over a catalyst. 
These presses worked smoothly and successfully from tho 
beginning and provided at one stroke our raw materials for , 
both Vis tone.” and 1st-octane.

THE LAST YEAR OF PEACE 

On a visit to Germany in tho early spring of 1°38, 

I roviovicd rith Dr lir hoc.* x'r: r* the .'una rubber

It v?cs clear to us now that there -'ore t* c kinds 
of demand for synthetic rubber, and tout then- t./o demands 
involved quito different factors. Tho flr.it * as for br-s?c 
or goner.alpurposo rubbor to coroctc dimeccly rith r.apural 
rubber: tho second for nev; rubbou-liku prod-cts ha-zing 
certain properties quite different f»on nc.t«v.*l 
ii~ r '-acturors rould pay os nuch as 5 i por y:amd for s .vail 
amoui.tt of these specialty rubbors, to be ne'-’G in sc. eh pro¬ 
ducts as gasoline hoses ar.i -alvcs end Cia?h»rat|_is in oil 
pumps - uses for -..-hich natural rubber is net satisfactory. 

In those cases the price of tho synthetic rubber rns a minor 
element in the cost of the finished product. 

But this ra.s not the tyec cf industry that Standard 
Oil Jonnnny (li.J.) and tho German I.D. Company had had in. 
rind in carrying forward the rork on Buna. v fo had been 
air ing at tho natural rubber ~rkot - over 1,010.COO * 
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year - not the specialty oarket of a few thousand tons. But 
others in A. lerica had been thinking nainly of this special 
narkst and during the preceding two years had .made mt.ny in¬ 
quiries of us. Gne company, which had a snail but growing 
Soite 60: 

business in nip: couplings mainly used in tho oil and gas 
industries, had been working assiduously with samples of 
Buna and was asking for exclusive rights to use^n their 
field. One of the leading nanufacturors of che. icrl speci¬ 
alties for tho rubber trade had appliod for a contract as 
exclusive sales agent for Buna in the United States. Sovoral 
American conpnnios had approached us, indicating their in- 
toro3t in 3ur.a as a specialty, and sono of those sano con- 
corns also wore ticking inquiries of tho I.G. roprosontativos 
in Now York and the I.G. hoadqunrtors in Gor .any. 

It was tor poor's opinion that these Anorican coc- 
panios had no iiv.odiatc interest in trying to advenco tho 
dovolopr.cnt of 3una rubber for general uso as a roola.ee- 
nont for natural rubber, but rather vorc interested only in 
obtaining on ir.r.cdiato profit or a cor.pctitivc advantage 
in special linos. Kc pointed out that tho Ger :an objective 
fron the very beginning had beon to develop a practical 
substitute for natural rubber in order to be independent 
of imports. This objective was deeply rooted in economic 
and .-.'litary thinkinr in Germany. No such objective had in¬ 
fluenced American thinking, save "orhnps during the short 
period of resentnent over the high prices resulting from 

• 

tho Stevenson crude rubber control plan. 

After his discussion of this American situation 

Dr. ter «eer explained that the Buna, development was moving 

along rapidly in Germany. All ideas of replacing Euna vith 

neoorone had been out aside. Net only was the special quality 
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of Buna known as Buna-9 finding a small market, but the 
German rubber companies rero by nor experiencing less diffi¬ 
culty in handling Euna-S, the general-puraoso rubber. The 
picture had changed to such an extent that I was encouraged 
to believe again that, Whitmore tine and effort, it 'ight 
bo economically feasible to introduce Buna as an nil-purpose 
rubber in the United States. 

Next va considered tho situation arising from the 

fact that 
Soito 61: 

the Gorman government itself had been financing the Buna 
development in Germany. According to Dr. tor Hoor. this 
noant that before I.G. could nako any plans for a Buna man¬ 
ufacturing industry in the United States, thoy would havo 
to consult their government. He feared that his government 
would reply that so far as the existing small doaand of a 
ton or two a day of the spocial 3una-K product was concor- 
nod, it was :ore sonsiblo to fill it by export from Gornany 
than to attempt to manufacture on such a saall scale in 
tho United States. Thoy might also urge that, because tho 
doveiopmont of Bunn-S as an cll-pvrposo rubber still had 

to bo subsidized a pro'inturo attempt to promote it coLim.ore- 
govcmmer.t nuc3lly in the United Stnte3 would result in 
ially and without any/giving it a bad nemo which would 

handicap its acceptance later. 

Acknowledging those factors, I told Dr. ter lioer 
I thought they wore out-weighed by others. Yte felt, I told 
him, that oven on a very small scale the Buna-N manufact¬ 
uring Industry ecuId be successfully established in the Uni¬ 
ted States as a competitor of Thiokol and neoprene. Also, . 
while granting that it would take a great deal of patience, 

I thought the leading American rubber companies could be int¬ 
erested in sono sound and practical cooperative arrangement 
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for commercial development of a general-purpose synthetic 
rubber of the Euna-S type, even though it light cost init¬ 
ially more than natural rubber. 

All the Buna rubber made up to this time hed cone 
from coal and not from oil, and we therefore had no claim 
on the German acetylene process; I.G. was not obliged to 
submit it to the Joint Study Company. I reminded ter J'eer, 
however, that our two companies had proceeded since 1930 
on the assumption that, in the Unitod States at least, Buna 
would be made fron oil or c-^irnl gas, if it vor n produced 
on any largo scale, and that accordingly both parties had 

always considered it to bo in substance, If not in for 1 ,

Dr. tor I-eor agrood that our position was reason¬ 
able and justified, and promised thrt he would presont this 
point of view to his associates and, if they agreed, to 
his government. Ter !ierr acknowledged at this tine that, 
for some reason which ho did not explain, the German fcovorn- 
nent had not previously been informed that the Joint Ameri¬ 
can St4udy Company was entitled to Buna rights outside of 
Germany. He intimated that in view of the large expendit¬ 
ures the government had made in Germany in perfecting Buna, 


it night be somewhat-embarrassing now to break the news 

that foreign rights had long Sgo been contracted for. He was 
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sure, however, that il* the natter were handled tactfully 
no serious difficulties would arise on this account. 

Warm our discussion of the Buna situation was 
finished, I reviewed with Dr. ter Uoor cur new development, 
Butyl. We had filed our patent application in the U.S. Pa¬ 
tent Office the preceding year, and v/culd be compelled to 
file it in England, France, Gernany and other foreign count¬ 
ries within a feu months tc protect our patent rights thero. 
Ter Moer's reaction was satisfactory. He raised no question 
of the relation of our Butyx their Vistr.no::. H aompliu- 
onted us on an outstanding piece of cheriical development, 
but very quickly put his finger on tho weak spot3. Ho askod 
especially about the hysteresis characteristics of tho 
Butyl rubber - that is whether it had high or low intornal 
friction.

Before we parted, ter Moor and I had agreed upon a 
y/orking prog ran.

Dr. ter 4 ;eer arrived in **nv ibcr, 193^. Tih American

Dr. ter Heer was convinced, on 
the basis of German experience, that the futuro of Euna 
as an industry lay not with 3una-N, but with Buna-S. It vas 
easier to nake than Suna-N, for the only raw material needed 
besides butadiene was styrene, a chemical obtainable at rela¬ 
tively low cost. Also, Buna-S had been tested extc-nsivoly in 
tires in Germany and, although it was not 100 por cent suc¬ 
cessful as a substitute for natural rubber, thoro was no 
question but that excellent tiros could be made with as nuch 
as 70 per^ cent of Buna and 30 por cont of natural rubber, with 
every prospoet that the natural rubber content could be nuch 
furthor reduced and oven olininatod for light tiros. L.iprovo- 
nents had boen undo in hcndl .ng 5unn-S, and it was now re¬ 
ported by Gcrnan rubber conpnnios that, by a now prctror.tnont 
procoss which Dr. tor Hoor dcscribod to us, it could be fab¬ 
ricated in regular tiro factory machinery mch noro oasily 
than Buna-U, and almost es well as natural rubber. 

Dr. tor Hoor brought with hin data covering a long 
series of tosts which woro Just being completed in Germany 
showing tho rolativo woar of Euna-S tiros as against natural 
rubber tiros. This tost program had boon initiated and cont¬ 
rolled by tho Gor-an government and was far r.oro complete than 
anything previously available. Dr. tor lieor roviowed the so 
tests, vrhich shewod Buna-S tiros to have in many ccsos lon¬ 
ger average tread wonr than natural rubber-in seme casos as 
nuch as 30 per cont nore. His plan was, therefore., to interest 
the American rubber companies in the use of Buna-S as a tread 
natcrial on their highest grade passenger sar tires, perhaps 
to bo sold at a premium price.

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about 12 pounds of rubber, only 4 pounds being in the troad, 

but it was then the American oust on to throw array passcnr.or 

car tires or sell then as junk when the tread had worn 

smooth.

Since the summer cf 1934, when the last report ws 
cade cn the sane subject, colcr photography has cade considerable 
strides and it cay be noted that the .XI?., true to its old tradi¬ 
tion, has taken an important part in the same. 

First of all, the additive screening processes ferain 
and lens screen) were perfected (..gfacclor-Ultra-Flate and Film, 
as well as lens-screen substandard and thirty-five ran film). 

The fact that these additive methods possess sene defects,

In addition to thorough investigations in this field, 
the *GF has already been dovhloping the subtractive process 
for cclcr photography for scae time. The product which was put 
recently cn the market under the name "..gfa-Cclcr-JJeuf ilm" is 
a multiple layer film which carrio* three layers cf bromide cne 
abevo the ether. These layers are individually sensitive te 
blue, green, and red and each cf them contains a cclcrless, 
diffusicn-preef dye-stuff component which is - in the same 
order - the yellow. 
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the purple, and the blue-green component. The difficulties 
which had tc be everecce before the present success cculd be 
achieved are described. :.t the end, several transparencies 
and a 16 me substandard file, which were produced by this 
process, are shewn. 

Schneider reported in a special lecture cn the 
structure of the file layers as well as cn the chemistry cf 
the dye-stuff components which were developed with the co¬ 
operation cf the Leverkusen and Hoechst er!:s. 

II. I mportant progress in the Dye-st uff Field s ince 1933 


The lecturer described at the beginning the goncral 
situation in tho dye-stuff field, as it is seen by the research 
scientist. Ifith the hplp of a large nurabor cf practical 
illustrations, tho progress cade sinco 1933 in the field cf 
dye-stuffs and auxiliary products fer dyewerks is demonstrated. 
The future tasks cf the laboratories will ccnpriso the filling 
of the gaps which, cn close examination ccr. still be seen tc 
exist, furthermore the creation cf suitable dyestuffs and 
processes for the new textile materials and finally it must be 
always our ain tc replace tho products, tho patent protection cf 
which expires, with better prcducts 3C a3 tc preserve tho 
loading pcsiticn cf the l.C. fer the future else. In this 
connection it will be necessary tc find net cnly dyes which 
aro faster and consequently in most cases mere expensive, but 
also tc create a considerable amount cf cheap prcducts which 
can be applied simply and which can satisfy the practical standard 
of fastness required.

The lecturer began by outlining the development of the gun¬ 
powder and explosives Konzorn in peace-tine, the analgamation 
of the various explosives enterprises into the Nobol Cymnite 
Trust Coapany and the fusion which followed the discovery of 
snokeless nitroglycerine gun-powder, in the General c artel Agroo- 
nent, with which the Nobel Dynamite Trust Company associated it¬ 
self. International inter-organization becane a particularly 
prominent feature. 

With the beginning of the war, these connections were broken. 

The gun-powder and explosives works had to turn over completely 
to deliveries to tho Gorman Amy and Navy. Existing plants were en¬ 
larged and now onc« woro built, ft tho end of tho war, tho Konzorn 
virtually facod extinction. Only with groat difficulty could the 
old poaco-tioo fiolds of work bo taken up again. Work on a series 
of new lntorosts of various typos was embarked upon, in ordor to 
provido tho works with substitute employment for tho armaments in¬ 
dustry forbiddon by tho Treaty of Versailles. A largo nunbor of plants 
had to be closed down. 

As a result of technical rdvantagos, it was soon possible to 
gain a foothold on the technical rarkot again. In 1926, the Vox^- 
einipte Koeln-Rottweiler-Pulverfabriken amalgamated with the I.G. 
InteressengQDoinschaft contracts were concluded with the Hynaait 
A.G. and with tho Rhoinlsch-yestfaelische Sprcngstoff-Aktiengcsoll- 
schaft and the Aktiongosellschaft Siegtnor^Eynanit-Fabrik which 
later amalgamated with the fomer. 

The speaker then outlined the development of the coopany within the 
term of the tnteressengeneinschaft contract. H e expressed the hope 
that the development of the Konzem as it then stood within 
the Dynamit *.G., which had so far proved fortunate and success¬ 
ful, would continue undisturbed.

II. Paprcclation to be taken into Account in Coating. Dencker . 

The Economic Groups had been required, in a decree issued by the 
Reich Minister of Economics, dated 12 Nov caber 1936, to draw up guid¬ 


ing-principles for accounting and costing, which were to bo mandatory. 


For this purooso, a Plant Economics Ccrreittec (Betriebswirtschaft- 


licher Ausschuss) had been formed in the Economic Group for the Che¬ 
mical Industry, which was to deal, among other matters, with tho 
question of the treatment of capital service together with dividend 


and depreciation in connection with costing. Up to thrt tier, intorent 
on invested capital had not figured at all in I.G. costing, and depre¬ 
ciation values for instillations had figured only until such tlno ac 
the Installation ccneomed had boon completely written off. To this 


extont then, tho depreciation values token into account in costing 


coincided with ths norex.l depreciation values allowed for in the ba¬ 
lance, while the sojciel write-offs and resorvs funds for t h? financ¬ 
ing of now investments did not figure in the costing at nil. 

Tho fact that depreciation of installations which w 53 not clluw- 
ed for in the balance, was not taken into account as a financial 
factor in costing oither , led to the recording of imaginary profits. 
From this there arose the danger that static assets tied up in the 
installations would gradually be used up and standards for the compa¬ 
rison in costing of figures for new and old instructions would bo 
disturbed. 


In tte prediction accounts, depreciation was therefore to be dealt 
with differently from the method eooloyod in the final ovorall balance 
sheets. 
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This had been the case cs early as the yecr 1925, vfcen the fusion 
took olacc; at that tite, the costing took into account not the 
depreciation values based on ths original value, but the deprecia¬ 
tion values as recorded in the latest entry in the bocks. this 
policy, however, the rate of write-off for depreciation was retarded 
to an extraordinary extent, with ths result that, when equipment was 
scrapped, a certain value was still attached to it in the books. 

A return to this eethod of booking depreciation could not be rocom¬ 
mended. Cn the contrary, it was necessaxy to bear in mind the fact 
that depreciation was a fretor in accountancy which should sorve for 
a given accounting oariod as a standard of comparison for -the depre¬ 
ciation of nr. installation through werr and toar. 

From thin oolnt of view, the book voluo of ths installation in 
quostien playod no "art as far as docrecintion in rolr.t: on to costing 
was concerned. It was rather the question of whether tbo book value 
was rcducod by use. Evin if ths depreciation n-ritc-of'B which woro 
being included in costing at the time appenrod sufficient in tho 
case of r»w factories, tho problem was of all I'm more imoortanco for 
tho old factories for tbo purchasing value of which too low an esti¬ 
mate had already boon nrdo on account of logal provisions at tho tire 
of the conversion of the gold mark, rnd by far th? majority of vddeh, 
in consequence of varying life no longer appeared as financial factors 
in connection with costing, despite the fact that there was doubt¬ 
less a decrease in their value ooch year, -.3 a result of wear and 
tear. This decrease in value was doubtless slowed down a B e result 
of the sums of monoy expended co rep-airs, but was not rrrested 
completely. 

The lecture was illustrated by diagrams- Its purpose had not 
been to precipitate a. firrl decision, but to direct attention to the 
fret that I.G.'s costing did not, by c long way, record truo, actual 
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v 


costs, but registered cost s far below the actual ones, end that 
additional entries wore necessary in connection with capital service, 
in cases in which the calculation of actual costs was the docisivc 
factor in the fixing of orices. It was possible to maintain the view¬ 
point throughout that the amounts which it proved suitable to write 
off for depreciation in the individual case, wore not the normal, 
estimated write-offs as recordod in the annual brlrnco, but writo-offs 
calculated pnrely from tbo point of view of costing. For oxamplo, 
this could bo brought about by a certain parcantago of the value of 

installations alroaty written off continuing to bo taken into account 

of a 

in costing, or by the drafting each ycar/deorociation schedule, in 
which the percentage of the value to be written off for depreciation 
caused by wear and tear of the installation's laid dovm for each 
individual plant.

Negotiations with Dupont. 

The speaker reported or. recent work in the sphere of high 
polymers, and especially on their use for synthetic fibres, be¬ 
ginning with a survey of research work conducted in this connec¬ 
tion by th» I.G. 

The condensation polymers of the bakelite typo were not 

suitable for soinning, being three-dimensional net-like frameworks. 

Us. 514 Of the addition polymers on a vinyl base, polyvinyl-chloride had 
for Prof. 

Dr. Radius been chosen as raw material for a special fibre, on account of its 
outstanding resistance to the action of almost all acids and lyos. 
The fibre could be used to particular advantage in those cases in 
which resistance to the action of chemicals,stability in the 
presence of bacteria and high elasticity wore important factors. 

For most of the requirements of the textile industry, however, 
fibres produced from addition polymers on a vinyl, base wore not 
suitable, as their molting point was too low. In ordor to elimi¬ 
nate the paraffin-like qualities of this natorial, it was obviously 
necessary to mould Other binding agents into the chain. The natural 
albumens such as keratin and fibroine served es a pattern for 
this proceedure, containing the karbamide group as binding agent. 

There followed an outline of the wore of the I.G. on the 
subject of the dissolution and respinning of wool, silk and caseino. 
Keratin could not be dissolved without decomposition. Fibroine 
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could be dissolved and respun in various ways. The properties of 
caseine fibre were poor. 

The experiments conducted by the I.G. in the years 1931-1933 
in an attemot to obtain synthetic high polymers, particularly of 
the albumin type, by *ans of the condensation of bi-functional 
ccapounds, had not led to the manufacture of products suitable 
for spinning, as it had not been oosaible to obtain the degree of 
polymerization nececsaiy for this purpose. 

A report was then given on the wort conducted by Dupont in 
connection with the production of linear condensation polymers 
with a molecular weight of over 10 , 000 , which wore called supor- 
polyethor, supcr-polyesthcr, aupor-polyanhydrido, super-poly acetale 
and super-polyamide. In the first place, in order to induce tho 
advanced stages of polymerization, a special rwthod, known as no- 
locular distillation, was employed. Of the above-named products, 
only super-polyamide was of interest in connection with textiles. 

Dupont had apparently attributed only theoretical and scien¬ 
tific value to this work, which was carried out by Carothors and 
7 colleagues. They had attachod no practical importance to it, 
as could be seen from the fact that information on the work was 
regularly published from 1929 onwards, without, however, applica¬ 
tion being made for any protective right whatsoever outside tho 
U.S.A. It was not until 1935 that Dupont had tried to protect by 
means of patents the production and soinning of super-polyamides 
outside the U.S.A. In this, Dupont's scop? w?s 90 restricted by 
its own publications that it was no longer possible to obtain a 
comprehensive patent. 

IXipont's starting-points in the large-scale manufacture of 
these products were adipic acid and he xaaethylenedi amine. 
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(Schaelafluss) 

Dupont naosd the product "66". The thread spun from enamel/had 
a specific weight of 1,1 and was firmer and more clastic than 
natural silk. 

At tte beginning of that year, we had succeeded in obtaining 
similar products by aeans of polymerization. 3v this process de¬ 
veloped by Schlack-nceta, cyclohexanon was transformed into cyclo- 
hexanoxis by means of hydroxylaain, for exanole. This oxira had 
been transposed into the corresponding £ -Aainocaprolactam. While 
Carothers stated in 3 articles that this lactam could not be poly¬ 
merized either with or without the help of a catalyst, Schlock had 


successfully conducted the polymerization with the help of a tu it- 
abia catalyst, io had named tho product Perluran. The melting 
point of this Perluran was approximately 220° as against 268 0 
in tho case of the IXipcnt product. The strength mo elasticity of 
tho silk when spun were equally as good as, and the receptivity to 
dyes considerably bettor than those of "66" threads. 

Ne could not be refused oatent protection for this process 


oither at home or abroad. 


In exercising this patent, no impediment could be put in our 
way outside the U.S.A. The raw material baso at that tine in use 
made the expenditure involved in th? process favorably small. 

Kloine then outlined the negotiations with Dupont. He spoko 
in detail of the technical installations, tho selling price of 
RM 3.50 per kg. of raw material with an output of 1600 tons per 
year, as calculated by Dupont, 
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projected uses, the patent situation and Dupont's ideas on tte 
subject of contracts, exchange of experlrental datB and license fees. 

There followed, by way of conclusion, a critical corroentary 
on "66" ar.d Perluran in connection with tfo field of plastics, 
textile wd filas. The attitude to be adopted towards Dupont's 
offer was to be discussed at greater length and its main features 
were to be approved. 

At the end of the stateoent, the composition of natural tex¬ 
tiles such as PC, "66" tnd Perluran were compare! tnd contrasted, 
attention being drawn to the fact that these products ror.resentod 
only the initial stages of a process of development which had as 
its ultimate goal the replacement, on a very large scale, of na¬ 
tural fibre by better fibre produced synthetically. This widor

Following this, a short xvoort was given on the visits to the 
Horculca Powder Co., the Polaroid Corporation and the Agfa-Ansco.

According to the plan which had already been discussed with 
the Spartan chiefs, the. expenditure as laid dcwi in the plan for 
1938 was to regain unaltered.

synthetic rubber produced fron oil. 

Tho allegation that the I.G. was at that tloo 
withholding technical infoxnatlon froa Standard on Goman 
synthetic rubbor and that Standard therefore should not hrwo 
lived up to ite own comitftonts is a doublo fallacy.

Subject: The person of Dr. Oster and hi3 activities as 
manager of the Nitrogen Syndicate (Stickstoffsyndikat). 

I. Ad personam: Herr Oster is a Likablejperson, frank, 
generous, 4 stickler for the truth, and applying 
the principle of "to live and let live"! All 
the affiliated plants held him in high esteem and 
had special confidence in him. 

XI. His business activities. The fertilizer nitrogen 
and the technical nitrogen business were strictly 
separate, and the respective offices wore several 
miles apart. Herr Oster was in charge of the 
fertilizer nitrogen business; in general he 
hardly concerned himself with matters pertaining 
to technical nitrogen transactions, rnd only 
then when he was called upon to smooth out any 
differences between the affiliated plants. At 
no time did Herr Oster violate the ruling 
according to which he carried equal respon¬ 
sibility for all syndicate members as their 
gun-?ri 1 manage ry and this* had nothing to do 
with the fact that the 1.0. had nominated him 
for this manager's position. He considered it 
his duty to settle any differences between the 
affiliated plants. 

The whole of the industry kne w that at no time 
a vote was taken in th e syndicate,although 
many differences occured among the affiliated 
plants due to difficult problems^ 
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3hen Herr Oster took it upon himself to smooth out any 
such difficulties, he always left it to the individual 
affiliated plants to represent and state their respecti¬ 
ve cases, in other words, he never acted on behalf of 
the I.G. but always restricted himself to mediate and 
to supply pertinent information concerning contract mat¬ 
ters and the actual conditions. 

»hen he was com-issioned to negotiate with the Price 
Control Commissar (Preiskom issar) concerning nitrogen 
prices and when all the initial cost computations of 
all the affiliated plants were entrusted to him , this 
act was a proof of their unassailable confidence in him. 
Herr Oster did not hold the title of “eneraldirektor or 
Hauptgeschaeftsfuehrer(General Manager), because accor¬ 
ding to the statutes he held none of these appointment s. 

To prove the contention that the Ruhr nitrogen industry 
had complete confidence in Dr. Oster - this Industry was by 
far the most important party of the syndicate after the 
I.G.- they would not have done without a manager for such 
a long period, after Kerr von Harbou had left and later 
on died, but would have appointed a new managing director. 
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It was known that Dr. Oster was a member of the 
I.G./orstand. However, this fact never affected 
the actual operations of the syndicate, and 
it his never been known that Dr. Oster had 
attempted to use his Job for implementing 
I f G. Policy ot I.G. resolutions. 

III. The I.G. position within the Nitrogen Syndicate. 
If the truth is to come out, I must not omit 
stating that the I.G.did not "dominrte" the 
Nitrogen Syndicate, but strictly kept its 
place in fair co-operction with all the other 
affiliated firms. During the last 10 years 
Dr. Buetefisch was mostly responsible for 
representing 1.3. interests; of him, too, it 
must be conceded that he always endervored to 
have smooth collaboration prevail.

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I, Geeug Schikora, Wiesbaden Paunusstrasse 4/11 
have been duly warned that I render myself liable to 
punishment if I make a false affidavit. I declare under 
oath that my statement is the fall truth and that it 
has been made in order to be submitted as evidence 
before Military Tribunal No. VI in the Palace of Justice 
at Nuernberg, Jeroany. Having been '■n employee of the 
Nitrogen Syndicate G.m.b.H for many years (I joined 
it in 1920 ), I am sure I can advance my views concerning 
conditions in the Nitrogen Syndicate, brsing my opinion 
both on my personal experience and on remarks made by 
other employees. I knew Herr Dr. Oster even before 1930, 
when he became the general manager of the Nitrogen 
Syndicate, as manager of the Amoniakwerk Merseburg 
(Leunnwerk). My duties as section chief brought me in 
direct contact with Dr. Oster. 

The management of the Nitrogen Syndicate always adhered 
to the principle that ell individuals should be allowed 
to live their own lives. This maxim existed before 1933, 
and wa8 not abandoned even after 1933 under Dr. Oster's 
management. I io not know of one single cise whereby an 
employees chances of advancement in business were blocked 
by Dr. Oster because that employee was not a Party member 
or that Dr. Oster made life difficult for him for that 
reason. The number of non-Party members in the Nitrogen 
Syndicate - compared to other leading Berlin firms- was 
quite insignificant in spite of the very active shop 
stewards' council (Vertrauensrat). Although the Syndicate 
wes consider’d very social-minded and humane in other 
matters, it did not acquire the "golden flag". I am sure 
the reason was that the Third Reich did not think the 
Syndicate's management and staff active enough to bestow 
such external honors upon it. 
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As the firm's manager, Dr. Oster was undoubtedly one of 
those persons who - being placed In a rather exposed 
position - either had to yield to any pressure to become 
a Party member, or be dismissed from their position and 
be replaced by some radically National Socirlist,man, who 
was more in favor with Party officials. *3ien Dr. Oster 
eventually Joined the Party, I and other non-Party-members 
in the firm took this fact to mean that Dr. Oster had 
chosen the lesser of two evils in the interest of the 
firm, and that he would now attempt by skillful maneuvres 
to embark on a moderate course. Anyhow, we were not under 
the impression that an active Nasi was now running our 
affairs. Everyone in the firm knew Dr. Oster's views on 
the problem of Jews and non-Aryans. It was he who supported 
a course according to which the Jewish nancger at that 
time Dr. Jacobi, in spite of most severe criticism, 
remained in his position for many yeses after the Nazi 
seizure of power, and that all measures against Jewish 
cn d non-Aryan personnel, which had been demanded both by 
the Party ani the shop stewards' council, were partly blocked 
altogether, or at least largely mitigated and/or put off. 

I am certain that Dr. Oster was responsible for having 
the number of employees' meetings etc., which wore anything 
but liked by the non-Party members, reduced to on absolute 
minimum. Those meetings, which it was impossible te dodge, 
were attended by almost all functionaries of Party organiza¬ 
tions. On those occasions it must have been an arduous task 
for Dr. Oster to conceal his own conviction behind the 
speeches he was compelled to meke; on^the other hand, it 
was quite understandable that he had/make certain concessions 
in the field of Kazipropagandc, so that no disadvantages 
befell the firm. I am of the opinion that this consider¬ 
ation also governed Dr. Oster's discussions with the 
shop stewards' council. Attending personally the employee 
meetings, I was able to form my own Judgment concerning 
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the shop stewards' council based on various confidential 
remarks which were made by the chief of the personnel depart- 
cent, Herr Fritz Verther. I knew this gentlemen extremely 
well, and he made a point of attendirig all meetings of the 
flhop stewards' council. Tho attitude of the Syndicate 
management is characterized by the fact that they succee¬ 
ded in retaining a personnel chief who not only was not a 
Farty member, but of whom it was noticed thrt he more 
than rejected the Party. 

I con affirm that I hove never been a member of the 
KSDAP nor of any of its affiliated organizations,*nnd that 
I am not affected by the law for the liberation from 
Nazism and Militarism, according to the verdict of the 
Schluechtern denazification tribunal.

Affidavit 

If Dr. Ernst BEN N,?Ludwigshafen/Rhine Hohensollernstrasse 
80, hrve been duly warned that I renler myself liable to 
punishment If I make a false affidavit. I declare under 
oath that my statement is the full truth and thet it his 
been made in order to be submitted as evidence before 
Military Tribunal No. VI at the Palace of Justice in 
KUrnborg, Germany. 

I have known Dr. Heinrich Oster for more than twenty 
years. Since 1928, when he Joined the Nitrogen Syndicate to 
become its general manager at the beginning of 1930, I was 
one of his close associates. During this period I learned 
to appreciate him as a man who always considered first of all 
the interests of the firm of which he was the head, and who 
fully understood hi3 stafffts everyday-worries, always 
prepared to assist each of them. I myself have worked in 
the Syndicate since 1919. Although I was not immediately 
employed by the Syndicate - I was I.G. Farben's liaison 
agent t* the Nitrogen Syndicate - »r rather an outsider, 

I am in a position, however, to pass a fairly objective 
Judgment whither a fundamental change took place in 1933 
as to the Syndicate's business policy and/or Dr. Oster's 
management; I am able to affirm that this was not so. 

Even though to all in.ents and purposes it seemed that Dr. 
Cster was a -Nazi", those who knew him well were fully 
aware of the fact that he had cloaked himself as far as the 
public was concerned, in order to reduce and alleviate 
for his employees the manifold inconveniences and the 
irksome pressure exerted by the Nazi government, both in 
business and private life. He was a past master at picking 
out the 150 Nazi followers in the various firms who met 
in the locals and in the shop stewards' council, then lead 
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them up the gardenpath, and instill in them the belief 
that Dr. Ostar was on their side. I ocn well remember 
many ocessions when, in the company of his close associates 
and outside the office after hours, he vented all his gripes 
end was really glad thtfc he did not have to play a part, 
but could be quite himself. It might possibly be considered 
an insignificant event, but I think that it clearly shows 
his real feelings, if I mention that I never used the 
heil Hitler salute when meeting him, and that he himself, 
when he was with his most intimate and closest asoclates, a 
never even considered using this salute. Of couzse, this 
did not prevent him from backing the use of the **eil Hitler 
salute at official employee meetings, and to severely 
reprimaid me in the presence of shop steward council repre¬ 
sentatives, when complaints had been lodged against my sec¬ 
tion, which happened quito frequently. 

My secretary, Fraeulein Erika Leo, as well as hersiator 
Fraeulein Marianne Loo who also worked in my section, wore 
not entirely Aryanj it was very difficult to retain those 
tw# ladles. If Dr. Oster hod not intervened personally, 
time and again, I would have lost my efficient and indus¬ 
trious assistants, who had been working with us long before 
1935. This was not the only such case, there was quite a 
number of so-cclled non-Aryans in our firm. I doubt whether 
there was any leading Berlin firm which kept its non- 
Aryan employees for such a long time, I even might say 
right up to the end, as the Nitrogen Syndicrte, If Dr. Oster 
had really baen an activist and full-fledged National Social! 
he certainly would not have acted as described above. 
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The fact that he Joined the Nazi, Party at a very late 
datei l.e. not before his position as manager of such 
an important enterprise made it impossible for him to 
withhold his membership application any longer, also 
proves that ho was actually anything but an put-and-out 
National Socialist. It can be ascribed to Dr. Oster's 
intervention and his influence that my immediate superior, 
Herr Dr. IP. 7. Jacobi, was able to continue his activities 
for us in another country and outside the Reich, first 
in London and then in Oslo , thus retaining his liveli¬ 
hood, when his staying on as acting manager beceme more 
and more impossible in 1935, owing to the pressure exerted 
by government circles end by the Nazi amployees repre¬ 
sentatives. I have first- hand knowledge about Dr. Oator's 
various efforts to transfer Dr. Jacobi's property and 
assests abroad dospito the difficult conditions prevailing 
at that time. 

Dr. Osier's close friendly con (acts with foreign business 
ccquaintanoes induced him often to intervene on their 
behalf by approaching Nezi authorities, also for the firkis 
which these gentlemen represented, during the occupation 
period of their respective homelands, especially of Norway, 
Belgium and Holland. I remember one special occasion very 
well indeed, when he attempted everything in his power 
to prevent the oomaitment of the Norsk Hydro company's 
Generaldirektor, Herr Advocate BJ.Sriksen, to a Norwegian 
concentration camp. Herr Dr. Oster tried to alleviate his 
privations by arranging for his transfer to an officer prison 
ermp in Germany as former officer of the reserve, thus 
removing him from Herr rerbotfen!s Jurisdiction. Moreover, 
he did everything to make Herr Eriksen's detention as 
pleasant as possible, and he even managed to discuss businos. 
natters with Herr Eriksen and to act as his agent. 
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Disregarding any possible personal disadvantages, Herr 
Dr. Oster also devoted himself wholeheartedly to looking 
after the interests of leading officials of the Nitrogen 
ny M ’ t. i WU in Holland, Belgium and France. 

Considering all these actions of Herr Dr. Oster and 
judging from my long official associations with him, I 
am bound to state that he could not hcve possible been a 
National Socialist or an activist. Information about mysolf: 
According to the verdict of the Schluechtern (Kesse) 
denazification tribunal of 22 May 1947 - File No..Sch. 30679- 
the Law for the liberation from National Socialism and 
iilitarism of 5 March 1946 does not apply to me. 

I want to stress in particular that Dr. Oster never 
approached me to Join the Party etc., although I was in 
a loading position and he my immediate supervisor.

Ho often cc*plsinod to no abexit 
his dllor^o In aaklrg thosu speeches, and I know how difficult it 
was for hlr. That nany pcoplo, who wero oppoaod to tho party, hoard 
thoao speoohoa with disgust and perhaps ovon now do not understand 
thoo, is a likely conjecture. But thoso pooplo oould not oonoolre 
tho rotlvos and ccnscquoncos prompting the action of tho plant 
nanag<vont. - If on tho othor hand no coerolvo or othor roasuroo 
woro taken In tho plant against tho antl-naxls at that tiro, this 
again Is 
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duo to the pro taction of Dr.OSTER.

On the basis of many conversations 
which I had with hie I think I ar in a position to lntorprot on his 
reasons for Joining tho JBDAP. In his tradition-bound conception of 
duty ha/is a typical oxarplo for tho tragedy of our pooplo. It was 
this conception of duty ovontually ooepolling hi® to coke tho 
sacrifioe and Join tho party during tho wnr, in cy estlsntion con¬ 
trary to his inner oontiotions. Ho probably boliovod ho would bo 
ablo to insuro by this stop tho successful and bcnoficont oourso 
of tho Nitrogon Syndicate, which was a unit of suprowj oconoric io- 
portanco and of which ho was in chargo since 1930. In fact, it was 
provontod that tho ranage-ont wont oror to a radical roprosontativo 
of the party - a high functionary of a stato organisation.

I knew about the frlondly relationship which Dr. OSTER nalntained 
with the forror ranagor of the Syndicate,- Dr. Waltor JACOBI. 
Only after the Oor-an authorities ordorod the dismissal of oil 
Jews was this order gradually carried out within tho Nitrogen 
Syndicate. I know that Jews wore assisted in securing positions 
abroad and Dr. OSTER r.ade uso of his relations to foreign businos 
frionds for this pirposo. 


I know or no oase in whioh Dr. OSTER rade it difficult for anybody 
in the Nitrogon Syndicate because of his political attltudo.

Like all other official* of the oonagement, Dr. Oster did not 
Sello 7 o an outbreak of hostilities possible. Four weeks before the 
outbreak cf war with Poland, I had a conversation with the chairman 
of the Verwaltuagsrat, Dr. Bueb, who has since died, a personality 
who was generally eoneeded to have a specially developed intuition 
and far-sightelness and who contradicted me with passions to words • 
because I mentioned ay foars with regard to an early outbreak of war. 

According to ay recollection no mobilization plans were drawn 
up for the personnel departeont of the syndicate - the files of 
personnel section were largely lost due to bombing attacks. Free 
1938/39 on - I aa unable to state the exact year free memory - the 
personnel departeont merely kept itself informed by way of adequate 
up to date personnel lists indicating the individual classoa of the 
employees and their degree of military suitability, in order to rule 
out any olaaont of surprises in the event, those employees were 
drafted.

Herr u tco R u r r o r was from autumn 1935 on an 
employee of the same concorn rnd sat in the same office 
a6 myself, so that I know him very well. I was also 
on friodly terms with his family. 

At the end of 1939 Herr Hurror went off to London 
to the International Nitrogen Association (IKA) there. 

As fnr ns I know Dr. d. Pled, who died in the meantime 
and who was at that time the chief of the headquarters 
of the Convention in Berlin, suggested sending him thore.

The purpose of the trip was to clarify, through dis¬ 
cussion with tho Dutch producers, the present supply situation 
and expected production during the course of tbo ccnlng year, 
in order to obtain soae point of reference'for directing production 
during the cooing year. Ir. addition, tho Holland Group was to 
be given a surrey of the Hitrogen situation in tho world after 
the war, as well as tho 1* - 5 succeeding years, approxirately 
(Gomany excluded). 

Supply situation 19l*0-U* 

It is expected that about 93,000 tons of Nitrogen will 
be available fken supplies of domestic production as of 1 July 
191*0 (11 nontha) as well as fron inports fron Gemany and Norway. 
Last j-ear the Nitrogen consirrption for ten :onths was 102,000 
tons. (As s result of war developnents, toy and June wero lost, 
as far as fertilizing was concerned.) Thus, tho roquirooonts 
of Dutch agriculture are assured up to about 9UC, as coopered with 
the last year. The Dutch clain that ccnsunption in 1939-1*0 
would hare beon 20,000 tens of Kitrogen higher, that is about 
120,000 tens of Nitrogen, if tho fertilizing season had beer, noroal, 
that is, without ary disruptions due to the war. In addition, 
it oust here be ate ted that a part of the Nitrogen of lino 
allocated fron Norway will apparently not arrive in Holland in 
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tiae for it to be a.-plied to the soil. The deliveries hare been 
considerably delayed as a resv.lt of the severe obstructions 
caused by the ice, as well as of the lack of shipping spoce. 

The Dutch hare therefore pleaded urgently for additional 
assistance through inporta, explaining that even as a result of 
cllaatic conditions alone, the utilisation of tltrogan in Holland 
was nore worthwhile 



n 
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than in any other country in Europe ,and that indirectly su:h 
increased production iwuld, in turn, be tc Oeraar.y's advantage 
aa well. Count GROTE and Dr. FUITH, with * aa the sipply situa¬ 
tion was diacusaed, also expressed an earnest request for a greater 
supply for the Dutch earket. Count OR0B will be in Berlin at 
Easter and will subnit his requeata to the appropriate authoritiea, 
especially the request for senewhat nore urea for fodder.

Tho quantity of amonla produced in 19lxl-Jx2 in colco and 
gaa plants (so-called "fatal aononio") requires, far processing 
into AnncnliE Sulphate, about 31,000 tons of SO 3 and or Pyrite. 
Oroat difficulties will bo involved, if this acconi* ia not pro¬ 
duced, because only a part can be destroyed. It is therefore 
dosireble that tto required amount of Sulphuric Acid (31,000 
tone of SO 3 ) be taado available.

1) Stickstoff-Oat G.n.b.H. was neither responsible for the operation 
of the Kanenskoje nitrogon plant nor did they exercise any influence 
whataoovor on the operation of the Karonskojc plant or on tho sale of 
Kancnskojo products. This was the concern of different Jteich officers 
(Roichsstollon), to wit tho ■.Mich Office for Econoaic Devolopomt" and 
tho ".'\eich !'-inistry for tho Occupied Eastern Territories." 

2) In keeping with its articlos of incorporation, Stlckstoff-Ost G.n.b.H. 
was responsible for assisting nitrogen plants, advis ng the-, and acting 
lor then, i.o., soliciting offors for dOliver/ of Materials, Machines 

.md other equipment, supervising on bohalf of Karrcnskojo the oxocution 
of ordors placed with Ooman factories and firms, organizing tho ship¬ 
ment of goods ordored and, in a f«v isolated cases, hiring Goman 
technical ard cacwrcial pcrsormol on tlx free labor unrfcot. All this 
was done by order and for the account of Kancnskojo. 

3) Stickstoff-Ost G.n.b.H. was to be reimbursed b.' tho plant for expenses 
incurrod rhilc acting on behalf of Xaucnskojo, as specified above. 
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Ihia rcpayacnt was In fact nadc except for a balance. 

U) Ko accbors of the aanagerv-nt of Stlckstoff-Cst O.n.b.H. or of 
Stickstoff-Syndikat O.n.b.H. in 3orlir h.-s ever been to Knnonskoje. I 
=yoelf was only th.ro once in order to discuss questions arising out 
of the orders referred to above. 

5) I do not know that Farben ever had the intention of purchasing the 
Kaacnakojc nitrogen plant. Ck. tho contrary, I do recall that in 19k3 
and at the beginning of 19uh 'r. Cater, in his capacity as a naaber of 
tho Farben Vorstand, told tie that the latter on no account wished to 
acquire tho JCaccnakoJe plant. I oentionod this fact at the tlno in 
conforoncca I had with tho Econocdc Staff East (Uirtachaftsstab Oat). 

6) Stlckstoff-Ost G.a.b.H, had nothix*. to do with tic evacuation or 
dcstructicn of Kaaenskojo. 

7) About the accord quarter of 191*3 I learned that Stnatsrat Or. Schiobcr 
waa dissatisfied with the porfonxnco of Stickstoff-Ost O.n.b.H. and tho

I, Dr. Guenther FP-KK-F..HL2, of Otorureel in Taunus, Luiaenhof, 
have been duly warned that I sake syself liable to punishment if I

true and were oedo in order to be submitted as ovi(fence to the 
Kilitary Trlbannl Ko. VI at the palace of Justico, Nuornberg, Germany. 
Until 1945 I »cs Diroktor of the IG Farbon Industry A.G# and 
signed F. in 1934 (?) I bo corn Diroktor of the Intomotional Nltrogon 
Association (MA). i-s far as I remerbor, tho reasons leading 
to the foundation of tho International Nltrogon Association (IN/.) and later 
on to that of tho International Kvr.olstof A.3. (IK..), woro as followsj 
In 1930 the partners of tho Convention do 1' Induotrio do l'Aaote 
(CIA) hod foundod in .'hritzorland the Internationale Gosollschaft 
dor Stiekstoff Industrie Dasol (International Socioty of Nltrogono 
Industries of Basic). Tho pain task of that association was to 
settle accounts with tho various CL. partners and to gunrnntoo tho 
ronios it roooivod for sales oodo by tho CIA as wo11 as to adninister 
a cocoon fund. This fund consisted of contributions fron all partners 
of tho CIA. All roiebursoconts otc. approvod by tho CIA woro paid to 
tho individual plants froc that fund.- 

After tho various devaluations of currencies which bogan in 1931, 
tho combo rs of tho CL. bogan to deliberate how to safeguard their 
outstanding claim against furthor devaluations. I worked on tho 
censures which were tnkon in this direction by tho IG Far bon. For 
this rooson, upon suggestion of Gohoirrst .SCHMITZ and Dr. Walter 
JACOBI, tho business nenagor of the Nltrogono Syndicate,I took part 
in a meeting of tho CIA at Ostende, whore theso questions were dis¬ 
cussed. 
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Subsequently I want to London with soee of the foreign participants 
of this coating. Uo had negotiations with British firas, which were 
leading in tko trado with gold bullions and in tiro-bar gains with 
gold, in order to carry out our intentions . to safeguard the out¬ 
standing cIrina of tho CIA against the devaluation of curroney. 

Subsequent to those negotiations a scall corpany,tho DIA, was 
founded in London, - which was to carry out thoao poasuros. Tho 
capital of that coepony was sen 11. If I rcoo±or correctly, it was 
furnished by tho Norsk Hydro A.S. of Oslo. Dr. JACOBI who was to 
annago tho affairs of tho company. Dr. ICLL-O, os roprosontativo 
of tho Internntionnlo Go ac Use ha ft of Baaol, Hr. F.C.O SPEYSt of tho 
Inporial Chonicnl Industries - ICI - Horr BJcrno 3UKS3J of Norsk 
Hdro and I cs roprosontativo of tho Nltrogono Syndicate wore 
appointed directors of the coopony. 

Dr. JACOBI was chosen for this posft-ion partly for praotlcol 
reasons, but also bocause of personal eotlvos. Dr. JAODBI was Jo- 
wish; doapito sorious offorts on thi part of Dr. OSTHl, thoro was 
no chaneo that ho would be able to koop on holding his position 
with tho Nitrogono# Syndicate in Goreany. Tho intontion was to give 
hio a now and socuro field of activitios. 

In this connection I want to no to that Dr. ILGNrR was very ouch 
in favor of this dovolopoont and introduced Dr. JACOBI to his 
British friends in tho banking business in ordor to get hio into 
a position which would help his life abroad. 

During winter 1938/39 tho international situation was discussed 
at tho IN.u ?oopic wore afraid that there night bo an international 
conflict which would also involve England. Since tho nanagenont of 
tho INA was so-to-spoak a trustee for the partners of CIA, we felt 
obliged to bo especially careful and to tako into account,oven the aost 
renoto possibilities 
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Ho thought of transferring the IN., to a country which would .according 

to all hucnn expectations.not becoro involved in any European war. 

Norway aeoEed to bo tho beat choice, Preparations woro aade fo# tho 

tranafor of the funds of the DJA to the International Ktaelatof A.S. 

(IK.’.) which was oatcbliehod for thia particular purpoae, I do not 

know the exact date on which the DU took orer tho function* of INA,

JACOBI /roe ey poaltion aa a dirottor of the ISA, 

The idea of trcnaforring the aoat froc London to Oelo cam, aa far 
aa I romebcr, froo Dr. JACOBI, Herr HtIKSSN of Norsk Hydro also 
advceatod tho idea, and ho aleoarrangod for Dr, JACODI to enter tho 
aorvieos of tho Norak Hydro.

1 . ) In the contracts concluded by the acibcrs of tho International 
Nitrocon Cartel (Convention International dc 1* Indus trie do 1'Azote, 

CIA) a distinction tbs :s»dc botwocn tho "do res tic naricots" ("Holnnt- 
cacrktcn*) of tho individual nambers of the ccrtcl and “export aufcotsi" 
The denes tic .-market of every national group was defined aa tho c us tens 
area in which tho production basis of tho particular c roup aro situated; 
for instance, the domestic nerkot of the Bc1g1«i group was constituted 
by the customs area of Bolgiua and Luasobourg, tho domestic roartot of 
the Goman croup lay within tho c us teems area of tho Gorren Reich, etc. 

.‘JLI other countries were oxport narkets. Tho CIA-Groups liad tho cxclusivo 
right of soiling their nitrogen products within their doneStic narkots. 
All croups participated in tlx sales on tho export narkets according 

to a ratio previously' agreed upon. 

Austria also belonged to the export narkets and therefore all CIA- 
Groups participated in the sale of nitrogen products in Austria. After 
the incorporation of Austria into the Goman ;fcich, Austria rcnalnod an 
export market until the old CIA contract expired, o.g., until 30 Juno 
1938. On the basis of a new CIA contract Austria was treated as though 
It icro a Genen domestic aarkot as of 1 July 1938, but tho Gcraan ..roup 
granted to die otlxr groups c compensation in accordance with th- stato- 
:xnt of 29 June 1938, appended hereto as Bmclosuro 2. This state;iait 
wa3 accepted by all parties as a fair preposition. 

2 . ) 'lien the CIA contract was renewed in July 1938, the new CL', 
contract, as Car as I know, did not certain any clausa 
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that could be arid to be •written in such a way as to take into con¬ 
sideration the special situation which ensued after the invasion of 
Czookoslovulda. ■ 

Tbc CL', contract of 1938 contained only a general ■Forcc-’.iajcuro" 
clause, a copy of which is appended hereto os Enclosure 3. This clause, 
however, was also contained in previous CL", contracts, that is to say, 
it ras not caused directly by the invasion of Austria or by talk about 
an lmincnt war. Its si(*ificancc lay in tho fact that no croup, either 
by gpponling to a higher authority and cspocially with tho clicked 
excuse of boinc prevented froa fulfilling tho provisions of the contract 
by certain noaauros taken by the Government, should have tho possibility 
of sliirkin;, thdr obligations. 

The corresponding statcrxnts in Biclosure 1, in ixy opinion, arc due 
to an error and a .ilacexception of two difforent procedures: 

a) Tho incorporation of Austria into Ocmciy naa ^ direct 
cruse for a writUn foundation of the principle that tho 
tire at which tho contract was concluded was tho docisivo 
factor in detenininj whioh .nriccta woro to bo domestic 
markets or export markets. For this purpose tho defini¬ 
tion of dc.xstic -erkets in tlx CIA contract of 1935, 
which readsi 

•by 'daacstic .virkot* of a croup is to be understood 
the torrito-y within tho cuatois area of the steto 
in which the production plants of that croup arc 
situated,* 

was further supp l emented as follows: 

■by 'dcocstic market of a croup' is to bo understood 
the territory within the custom area of tho state in 
which the production plants of the croup arc situated 
at the tl-c of si:,ninr. of the present c/rc^-.cnt. 11 
This new version lwsd nothing to do with the subsequent 
invasion of Czechoslovakia or with the war.

Altogether I don't renerber that, before the annexation of 
the Sudetcnlcnd in October 1939, the outbreak of a war was 
ever seriously taken into consideration. As proof for this 
attitude, I would like to mention the fact that in 1938 the 
German group agreed to pay ahead of tk» the compensation for 
closing dawn the Belgian nitrate "factory He a saix-Leval. This 
conpcnsction in which the Goman group participated with U7.76 
percent, equal to 2,k6U,190.— .Tcichsnark in gold, was originally 
supposed to be paid in twenty quarterly Installments, beginning 
with 15 August 1938 and ending with 15 May 19U3. Tho Goman 
Croup, however, egreed to have this compensation paid in throe 
installments already on 15 August 1939, 21 September 1938, and 
17 April 1939 . Tho Gercan croup certainly would not have dono 
that if it had been afraid of a war. 

Not even after the amexation of tho Sudotonland did anyono 
seriously think of war as an acute dinner, because it was 
generally thought that tho Munich pact constituted a peace¬ 
ful sottlaaait of this nattor. 

b) The occupation of the fcrtetcnland was the itnodiatc causo for 
negotiations concerning tlio fact whether cr not, and if so, 
what kind of, agreements would have to be mdc in ease the CIA/ 
Chile contract would terminate prcnaturcly because of highor 
forces, and also perhaps for tire eventuality that the CIA 
would bo dissolved at an early date. However, this question 
did not seen urgent at tho tine, for it was only in the CIA 
meeting of 27 ..pril 1939 that a decision was :udo to the 
effect that agmmients concerning the liquidation of the CIA 
should tc concluded in ease its nission should end dread of 
time, and that tho 
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Ett/lcndon could be replaced by the IXA/Oslo. In a circular 
dated 3 July 1939, the IM/Lcndcd thcrca^xm submitted a draft 
decline idth this subject which, with a few ehttfeoa and rcsorra- 
tlcns, was accc|*cd at tho CIA convonticn on 21 July 1939 in 
the following oanners 

■Resolution of the Board of Supervisors concern Inc the 
procedure of dissolving the acrccrxnt CIA/Chilo dated Jj 
August 1938 and tho prindploa to bo applied in the liquidation 
of ritfita and obligations of the CIA croups. In tho event 
that tho agroexnt CIA/Chllc, tho General CL’, aerooront, 
and tho aupplcncntary agrcc^nta of h August 1938 would 
teminate within the course of the year." 

This CIA resolution, though it did not refor to tho war exclusive¬ 
ly, also applied to this eventuality. Howevor, sinoc it ms 
adopted at a ouch later tino— o.q., only after tho occupation 
of Czechoslovakia in tho sprin C of 1939—the above d oscription 
docs not apply either. 

3.) As fhr as I rcnccbor, tho situation was entirely different fron what 
could bo ascunod accordinc to paragraph 3 of the statonent tpponded hereto 
as enclosure 3. 

First of all, it isn't at all true that the Ocnxm prodiccrs "hod 
sold tho rights to their quota to the Enclish and Norwegian nenbors." 

This ics only a part, and a relatively snail port at that, of the Oonxrn 
oxport f*rota, end tho fact that Geman prodiccrs durln,.. the year 1938/39 
had exported approximately 109,000 tens of Nitrogen is proof for tho 
fact that there was a considerable surplus fbr export purposes. 

It was rather exclusively a question concerning the extent to rtiich 
the Genian group wished to participate in the exports and which other CIA 
partners (Belgium, France, Switzerland, etc.) wished to sell to tho DSH 
Croup parts of their export quotas against compensation in currency. That

▼ors in orory respect to bring about an understanding and to harxoniso 
opinions and has also tried successfully to promoto thjso viewpoints 
within the organizations of its own works. Thus a tooclal social- 
political committee oxisted until the beginning of 1933, to which tho 
representatives of tho coployocs and workers, who woro members of 
the Aufsichtsrat, belonged. It was tho task of this committoo, in 
co-operaticn with representatives of the Yorstand, to koop in constant 
touch with the employees and to attend to their needs. It was only 
tho eolsuro of oovor by tho National Socialists which out an ond to 
this institution, which h-d proved very usofUl in many roepocts. 


Tho chajgo that tho 1.0. had aiaod at -n undemocratic oconomic policy, 
by tho formation of a trust, by tho creation of monopolies and tho 
participation in syndlcatos and cart-Is. in also unjustlfiod. In tho 
Uni tod Sta.tos the opinion on those questions ofton diffors from tho 
vlows hold in ‘iuropoan countrios, whore similar opinions prova.ilod 
to ttoso hitherto hold in Ooraany. This, for lnstanco, also nppllod 
to countries with outspoken democratic traditions, such ah '-’ngland 
and Switzerland. Tho Imperial 
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Chemical InAistMea Ltd. in London or the Interessengemeinsehaft 
der Schwelsor 7arbenlnduntrle (combination of Interest• of the Striae 
Dyostuff-Industry) end others asy be quoted as examoles. Tho intention 
to form monopolies for the coceerclal dealnation of tho world dyostuff- 
narkot was not the reason for the fusion of the German Chemical 
Industry, but, after fprld War I resulted In tho serious loss of almost 
all branches abroad and of raluabls patent property, tho hitherto 
existing lovel of offlcioney had to bo kopt up or ro-establlahod by 
tho concentration of scientific research work, through a rational 
distribution of work and by avoiding an overlapping of work. 

It was tho aarkot first and foremost)! which was to bonoflt in tho 
shapo of a favorablo fixing of prices by tho achiovcacnt of hlghost 
quality, and at tho same time by an oxtonolvc saving of labor. Tho 
aim was to strengthen domestic economy from tho point of view of 
organisation and finance with tho aid of the ontcroriso in such a 
way that in splto of tho difficult situation causod by World V*r I, 
tho groat commercial and technical probloas could be pursuod as 
boforc and a solution could bo found. The most important technician 
and head of the Vorstand at that time, Carl BOSCH, was an outspoken 
opponent of monopolies obstructing progress, and lacking tho odlfylng 
Influence of competition. Duo to his influence, potential coalitions, 
for instance in the pharmaceutic, photographic and plastlo industry 
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verc repeatedly rojcctod. According to the oolnlon generally hold in 
tho well-managed German ln&istry, It was not the task of cartola and 
syndicates to maintain tho life of unprofitable plants artificially 
by hooping up prices, but it was tholr principle to ala at good 
average results, thereby contributing towards training the produoors 
to achlovo bettor results and towards a sound regulation of tho narket, 
in tho interest of the custoaor. 

Tho working aothod of the Sitrogen-Syndlcato which ran*;*ito koop 
industry on a sound basis and yet to pursue a price-policy which 
conformod successfully to the needs of agriculture was, for instance, 
characteristic. Tho sane principles wore successfully appliod to tho 
international collaboration In all fields connoctod with nitrogen. 

In ay opinion tho International bltrogon-Cartols woro an oxcollont 
oxasplo of an International collaboration in an important fiold of 
oconomy whoroln tho interests of all participants woro takon oaro of.

BOSCE becaa. unsociable «nd 
sick. Professor Dr. STHOOHa^JI of Buehlcrhotha nc»r B»4on-3adon 
who treated hla aa • Dhyalclan, and with whoa I h*rn noror dloounaod 
this question mo fax, should be in a oosltlon to giro an oolnlon 
In thla connection. BOSCH died a. Ion* ly nan. 

I ays-If »a conrlnc.-d th»t duo to the »bor< d» "crlbed Idiosyncrasy 
of which ho could not free Massif, 30SCE lo«t the will to llwo 
and thus perished. 

If corta.ln *ctiona of hla aoooar to bo in eontradlotlon to thla 
conception, like for Instance his consent for Dr. EUUCH - whom ho 
oatocaod highly *s a t.chnlci»* - to collaborate In tho four Tear 
Plan, I bclloTo that he did thla with tho good Intention of curbing 
the policy through the tochnlo*l cjcporloneo of thla n*n and because, 
that tine, he still b.llorod that llsCPH would succeed In 
gaining »n influence on the course of dewclopocnts, duo to tho 
confidence CO-.EIU3 had la bin (DU0C8).

Carl 306CE was no cncay of tho Jews. Ha oonsjdorcd tho National 
Socialist concentIon of the r»ci»l question a f*t»l nlstako on 
tho part of poorly-oducatad fan»tleiaod ncople. He classiflod 
pcpplo acfording to their •chiowaaont and char«ctor. Thus ha ostocaod 
Arthur ron HtIN3*.BG cxtroacly highly aa a man and sclontlat 
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and he considered his brother Carl ron HSIH332& * business-nan 
of exceptional qualities *nd valued his opinion on port Inc nt 
questions. Dr. SCE^aSZ (•. full-Jcw, «s far «s I know), who had 
his full confidenco -nd for whoa he c«red like • father, belonged 
to his close circle. 

Rollglous questions, if at all, pl*yod tut • nlnor role In his 
lifo. Ho was too ouch of/student of natural sclonoo and a rationa¬ 
list to lot religious questions trouble his at all. Llko his undo 
Pobort BOSCH, ho was »n agnostic. Only during the last yoars of 
his llfo, aftor wo ha-1 watched the Androsoda fog In his observatory 
and ho had cxolalnod the latost results in physics to do, ho ma.do 
tho following resark, saying in so aany words: "Considering every¬ 
thing, howovor, on-' oust finally assuea th«t there Is sobo powor 
which governs tho universo «nd pursuos a certain design, thus giving 
a. neaping to contingencies. Xy question "Dj you boliovo in GodT", 
he left unanswered. 


If Carl 3C6CK h»d born born in the United Statos under tho s*;x> 
oconoale conditions, his scientific work »nd his technical skill, 
probably also his Inner life probably would h*vo developed no dlffo- 
ror.tly fron oror hero. Howovor, ho would not bo on trial a.ftor his 
death, but voryBkoly be recognised an outstanding nan of this 
country, whoso naao would be proudly ccntioned In its history a* 
that of a scholar «nd technician. Oorn*ny was politically not 
nature for the activity of such a nan. Porh»ps it was thorcforc a 
misfortune for humanity that ho was not born In tho USA. as nattors 
stand now, 
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one crn only regret that -toospherlc nitrogen, synthetic gpsoll&o 
and synthetic rubber were Invented In Cem-ny *nd were technically^ 
developed by this aaa for -'conoilc product Ion. However, perhaps that 
Is only so, bee-use It happened in - country which w« politically 
unsettled »nd duo to thn lncorpetenco of Its party-system pud 
political leadership w»a an c-sy prey for th«t npn Hitler, thuo 
helping the evil principle to gain the upper h»nd. 

Hitler despised tho industrialists and intellectuals, for he knew 
that It would not bo tholr help which would on-blo him to conquor 
Germany, but only the supoort of the masses of unemployed *ad tho 
ocononlcelly vcpJc. 

It is known thpt -Iso industrialists of repute -nd influence placed 
thomsclvos on Hitler’s side, but Cerl BOSCH wes not on' of thoao, nor, 
p.s far as I know, ware OJISB2HO, end other aoaboro of tho 

Vorwaltungsr«t of the X.O. Jarbonindustrio a.O. 

Under thcao conditions it nc< so to bo wrong to considor tho fusion

acpsurc *nd to dcscribo th oconocic power thuo &»oood togothor ps 
pa instruaont to satisfy the lust for powor of tho fire's managoaont. 
Cpusc »nd effect seem to h*v«- becoxo confused here. 

The acn who urged the fusion of tho dyo-fires and who wore respon¬ 
sible for it, v,re guided solely by oconoaic prd not pollticpl 
reasons. Probably these son were quite unaware 
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of the political significance of their action. 

The fusion va* principally for the following reasons: X^-ee 
foreed the basis of the X.G. dyes enterorise. The majority of these dye 
which amounted to many thousands, were oreduced by all or at least 
oost of the fires, and distributed by then individually, liter 
production processes became outdated, many were no longer ablo to 
meet competition. It was not possible to effect a cost economical 
working method and a distribution of the oroduction orogran to 
individual fires in such a nanner, that certain dyes are always 
produced by one fire only in the oust economical fore, since none of 
the fires were willing to surrender their oroduction orograss, becauso 
in case of a disintegration of the loosely conbined coneunity of- 
intorosts oxisting so far. they feared lose of sales to the other 
I.G. fire# who would then enter competition. 

A calculation made at that tino on the narkot in Chinn, vhcro all 
the fires had secnrate demote and agonciee, revealed that by the 
ostnbllshnont of a unifore organisation on estimated amount of 
ailllons annually oould be eavod on naval duos alone, oaid in exoess 
bo far.

The deeisire year* for Germany and thus also for tho Gena an cconony 
wero the period immediately prior to tho Kitlor raglmc end tho first 
two year* sftcr tho so-called "soisuro of oowar". During tho firat 
poriod tho political structure of Gcraeay felled, i.o. tho system 
of pArtloa, which using the old alogan, today is again ondoarorlng to 
telco orcr the loadorshlp of the nation. If this had not boon tho ease, 
tho Hitler episode could novor hare occurred. The Bassos of unemployed 
and the organised workers who had doaorted their lesdora woro marching 
bohlnd Hitlor during tho aocond epoch. Today nobody will admit thia 
any moro. A system liko Hitler 1 a could only aucc>^od with maeaoa 
inapired with fsnatlam »nd not with tho intellectual claaaoa of tho 
nation. One cannot imagine that Hitlor - relying on a fow hundred or 
a fow thousand industrialists - could havo achieved even the loaat 
auaccsa. Whatever happened in lator yo»ra was bound to follow, in view 
of tho mistakes made previously. 

In those decisive ycara between 1928-1934 Carl BOSCH and DUISBURG, 
as woll re tho abovo-namod combers of the Ycrvaltungorat of tho 1.0. 
Parbenlndustrio a.G., wore fully responsible for tho ontorprioo. 

Carl BOSCH wan primarily responsible. BOSCH and IXJISB’SG rro dopd, 
also most of tho soebors of tho Vorwaltungsrat of that tiao. As fpr 
aa I know, only Dr. KALIS is still alive.

Abtoilung) was created and RaTHSKaU hlnsolf was appointod ao 
chairman. In October 1914, Dr. SCKUbXE «nd Dr. Carl MUZLLZR, 
mcabers of tho BASF Vorstand wore c*llod to Berlin regarding tho 
procurcaont of o«lo^tor; they s«w no wsy out. /hen BOSCH ho»jd 
tho report, ho decided to undertake the procurement of nitric 
acid. By tho utaost offort ho actually n»nagod to work out tho 
requirod process *nd to put the factory into oooratlon in Mry 
1915. Tho Ajsorican, Dr. LaWDIS, of tho An. Cyansoido Co., 
who in 1919 closely studied the situation in Oonaany, nakos 
the following consents in tho Journal of Industrial and r.rv^lnoorlng 
Induntry, 46/1920 o-gc 7: "Tho writer is cortaln that on 
January 1, 1915, with tho exception of

Much menuy was also spout in tho process of liquidating tho papor 
in order to provide financial assistance to tho personnol, in 
particular to the mabers of th* oditorial staff.

Ojnoral Oanolin and Gonoral Beck nado thoir views oloar, nanoly that "in view 
of tho tremendous sorrow and si a ary resulting from a war - os wo all would 
know froo bittor cscporlanoo - ovory soldlor in a rosponsiblo position ought to 
considtr it hia most dignifiod toak to provont wars and not to start inoidonta 
of any kind oaroloaely." 

••or diniotor Doladior and Gucoral Book foxnd thooaolvua in 
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agroocent with tholr viows that tho realisation of a good relationship fer • 
both oraios would bo tho bo«t guar ant oo for tho frosorration of tho poaoo. 
Marshal rotain onphatieally corroborated tho views orprossod by both tho 
Chiof of tho Gonoral Staff and tho rfjr Minister and hopod for an under¬ 
standing of both noighbovr ing oountrioa a task in whioh tho ornlos osuld 
and nust sot tho oxonplo, "Only an orsy which is froo fron politios oould 
fulfill its taflh" was tho opinion of Marshal Potain in indiroot rofononoo to 
tho conditions in Gormony, Gonoral Book asstrod tho Marshal that Gonoraloborst 
Fr jihorr von Fritsoh and ho hinsolf would =nko all poseiblo offorts to koop tho 
'*rny froo of politios as on integral "roohor do bronoo" of the stato as it 
was taken svor by Gonoral of tho Infantry .»altor Roinhordt and Oonoraloborst 
Hans won Soookt, 

Tho rosult of thoso disoussicns whioh woro hold in full oonfidunoo by 
tho two Chiofs of tho Gonoral Staffs and loading Pri»oh personalities was 
ollndnatod by Hitlor and Ribbontrop who did not oonooal tholr disploasuro. 

Shortly aftor tho fruits of this visit had boon sabotagod by Hitlor, 
Gonoral Book for tho first tlao spoko to no with rogard to tho anorality of 
Hitlor and his polloy which, if not chookod in titao, - ovon through tho 
polloy of tho neighbouring oourtrios - was bound to load tow ar. 

In 1958 Gunoraloborst Book was loading tho fight for rehabilitation «f 
Oonoraloborst Froihorr 7 , Fritsoh who, as a result of tho woll known dofonation 
was dismissed froo duty booauso ho was an obstaolo in Hitlox*'a polloy.

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General Back personally presented a petition to Hitler; when the latter olaime 
that he had restored the honor of Ganeraloberst Frhr, v, Fritsoh, one of 
General Beok'is angers was i ‘'Honor is something that oamot be taken sway and 
this applies to pur person In the sane sense" - personally reported tc me by 
Generalcberst Beok, - Book used the opportunity of this personal report to 
worn Hitler of his Insincere foreign polloy which was bound to lead to a hope¬ 
less second world war and consequently to a oatastrophe for Germany and 
even for Europe. 

In a memorandum in late summer of 1938 Book once again gave a warning 
against this policy! "•‘ny war startod by Germany must eventually lead to 
a "orId ear with a tragle outcome for Germany". a hortly before, Beok had 
stated after an operational manoeuvre! "Germany may indeed be ablo to defeat 
the Cxeeh .*rmy within one week but will not be in a position then 
ts bring up any nominal defenses against the French foroes who in the 
meantime have broken cmross the «hlne river into Southern - and Control 
Qermony, oonseiueotly the initial suooess achieved against Csoohoslowakia 
must In its further effeots be turned into an isnonse oatastreffco for Germany 

Generaleberst Book submitted his resignation whioh Hitler immediately 
nocopted sinoe he would net oooperate with a c hief of the °oneral Staff 
with such a "defeatist mind". In addition. Hitler gave ordors that Book 
must never again be assigned to a commanding post. 
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Gocaroloborat Bock had been the "alort oonsclenoo" long before tho period of 
resistance, ,k n unselfish nobleman who, owing to the greatness of hie ohoraoter 
the alertness of his Bind trained In tho olasslos, the broad knowledge of all 
military and political problems, prophetically feresan "what will happen and 
what is bound to happen", was net satisfied with this paroeptivn but In his 
personal Inviolability actively fought -gaiar.t everything dangorous and 
untruthful la tho domestic and foreign policy.

oonsldorod human dooonoy as tho tmprossion of individuality and he fought for 
an ethos of the dufecso of hie oountry, os it Is unoontootod in all doaooratip 
oountrlos, with a highly gifted sobriety reminding of lioltko, and with tho

Horr Krupp von Bchlcn belonged to thoao industrialista whoao oxonplary 
patriotlaa woa novor doubtod oithor by nyaolf or by any of ay offiooa, "hon 
ho later put hla plant, within tho Units of tho London I aval Treaty and 
oapooially during the war, to a largo extant at tho disposal of tho naval 
araanont, ho waa ourtoinly not odtivatod by aatoriol motivoa, as ovuryono in 
ay oirolo rooognUod. It is in no way oorroot that *ithor ho cr hia son Alfriod, 
or any of the loading gontloaon of tho fire over advooatod war, 

Apart from tho foot, that Horr Krupp von Bohlon'a aouto aonao of 
rasponaibility towards hia fatherland would alono havo kopt hin frota rofusing 
tho wish of tho Ooraan govemeont for ineroasud areanont production and tho 
ox to no ion of his plant towards this and and oapooially tho doaonds of tho Four 
Y.or flan, thoro would not in praotloo havo boon tho slightest ohanco of doing 
so.

’'Heads will fall" - who doe3 not still remember this 
threatening announcement of the nr.tionr.l-socialist 
propaganda speakers fraa the years before tho ‘’assumption 
of power'? .'ell, this we have to admit: in this point 
HITLK'• kept the promise of his satellites. Now there 
ere several statistics available to • hich extent this 
took place. They reveal the terror rogimo which started 
with the 30 January 1933. 

In tho year 1932 the German Courts pronounced a 
total of 59 death sentences. Murder, murder v#ith 
robbery and soxmurder were the crimes for which criminals 
and asocial persons had to die under the hatchet; any 
socioty nust protoct itsolf against such cl omenta. 

Then the KITLL' 1 a came into power and already thine 3 
"improved’ in this field, .’hllo in tho ointr republic 
3 serious crimes wore punished by tho death sentence, 
HITL2 :'s administration of law created an unprecedented 
possibility to sottlo accounts for good t.ith people 
considered as " public enemy" and so forth by tho 
new state. Finally in not los3 than 45 cases tho doath 
sentence could bo pronounced] Accordingly the figuro of 
the executions incroasod naturally from year to year. 

1934 thoro wore already 98 death sentences - end this 
without parsons murdered in connection with the 30EHH 1 
case] Since 1939 tho exocutionors wore extremely busy: 
1940 thoro wore already 946 death sentences pronouncod, 
in 1941 there v/ere already 1292, in 1942 there were 
3660 and in tho year 1943 
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there were 5336 death sentences of the Geroan Courts. 
..ithin 1 C years therefoi-e the number increased from 
98 to 5336 death sentences per year. Shis signifies 
that in 1943 approxlnatively 14 per sons were daily 
sentenced to death under a government which once had 
promised to eliminate the causes and social backgrounds 
for crises, to destroy criminality and to make all Oenaans 
feel like ono heart and one soul under one loader. 

A comparison will perhaps illustrate how the terror 
was racing in the administration of law: in all federal 
states of the United States of North irxrice, which 
ware also in the war in 1943, o total of 135 death 
sentences were executed in that yoar. Anothor very 
essential point has furthermore to bo :oode: All figures 
on death sentences in Germany mentioned bore, concorn 
only tho “official " death sentences passed by civil 
Courts, thor of ore those which ono still darod to Justify 
legally. Thooo figures are already enough frightening, - 
but furthermore thcro havo to bo addod also the murders 
of persons who, \dthout any sentence, *!ore caused 
arbitrarily or ordered by tho Nazi government, tho number 
of which cannot ovon be counted in fi^uros, including 
tho victims of tho honchmon of tho concentration camps.

Expert opinion of tho law offico of-tho lawyers 

Dr. Dr. h.c. Hoinerich and Dr. Otto, Heidelberg 

The fate of tho contracts for dolivory and obligations for 
-* r '"".unt which have bocono very dubious through the collapse 
^■dornany and through the olininction of the etctc as a 
custoner, belongs into the list of lo^al cuootions which oro in 
especially urgent need of a solution through the legislator. 

Out of this caiplox of cuestions the frequently occurring caso 
of tho 3cich-ordcrcd oxpansion of private enterprises shall 
bo token as an example: In tho courso of tho program for 
ornaments or gonoral Y/cr oconony a conncny received tho 
ordur frou the ;oich, o.c. to double its production or to 
i anufacturo certain oodo. For instcllationo noedod for the 
oxpansion of its plant tho firn roqulrod capital. A oank or 
a f roup of banks lent the uonoy, whereby tho -'olch often 
providod tho loader froquontly taking over a ^uarentoo. 

Lvon if installations wero oonplotod, production 3toppod either 
through tho war- offoctcd destruction of tho plant or through 
thu collapso. Arc questions arising «ith re ard of 
sottling tho dobts botwoon cccpany and bank, to bo decided 
through tho courts by way of civil law suits or by way of 
officially assistod sottlonont negotiations? .fro thoso really 
•'civil law diaputos-* in the oonsc of artioloI3 of thu law 
concerning the structuro of tho Judiciary? 

Looking at the lo;cl llteraturo we sou that in many cases 
there i3 an inclination towards deciding thoso casos according 
to the civil lews by "taking refuge with tho gonoral clausos 
of tho civil codo*' without waiting for a now legislation. 1 

Tho general olausos of tho Civil Codo, howovor, oan only 
bo put into cffoct whoro tho oxiotonoo of a contract according 
to civil law can bo established. N ot ovorything oast into tho 
forns of tto civil codo by tho war oconony o«:os under privr.to 
law. If an industrialist was forced by the ctc.to to ro-orgr.nizo 
hl3 plant and to incur dobts boc.auso of that, and if an 
individuum or corporato body within tho moanln of tho privato 
law was forced by tho state to enter into obli;ations against 
his own will or against tho ' ill of one of the participants, 
in order to satisfy the state’s requirements for tho war, 
the question arises whether these "contracts- can bo regarded 
C3 "contracts 1 within tho nooning of tho civil lew, which as a* 
proroquisitu oust have manifestations of will. .hero, however, 
is tho borderline botwoon such ccnpulsory contracts and thoso 
still voluntarily concludod contracts within tho frcuowork of 
tho general war program? 

Tho answer car. be found by dofining tho borderline botwoon 
public and privato law, which has to bo drawn according to tho 
nov/ prevailing edneoptions. Civil law does not apply in cases
